Am d be it further enaBed, That the rules of df- 
cipline approved an<t efabljhed by Longrefs , in lhtir\ 
refolution of the twenty-ninth of March, cue thou fund 
feven hundred and feventy -nine , fiatl be the rules ojL 
dif cipline to be obferved by the Militia of this Jlath 
except fuck deviations from the Jatd rules as may be 
rendered neeffary by the requijitions oj this aS, or by 
fome other unavoidable' circumftance. It Jhall be the 
duty oj the commanding officer , at every mifter, 
whether by battalion , regiment , or Jingle company, to 
caufe the Militia to be exercifed and trained agreeably 
io the fad rules of dif cipline.

a C H A P. I. 

) 

Of the Arms and Accoutrements of the Officers, 
Non-commiffoned Officers and Soldiers. 

T* he arms and accoutrements of the officers, non- 
commiffioned officers, and foldiers, Ihould be uni- 
form throughout. 

The officers who cxercife their funftions onhorfe- 
back, are to be armed with fwords, the platoon offi- 
cers with fwords and efpon toons, the non-cotnmif- 
Jioned officers with fwords, firelocks, and bayonets* 
and the foldiers with firelocks and bayonets. 


CHAP. II. 

Objects with which the Officers and Non-commij- 
fioned Officers fhould be acquainted. 

^The officers and non-commiffioned officers of 
each regiment, are to be perfectly acquainted with 
the manual exercife, marchings and firings, that 
they may be able to inftruft their foldiers when necef- 
fary ; they mu ft alfo be acquainted with the drefs, 
difeipline, and police of the troops, and with every- 
thing that relates to the fervice. 

The commanding officer of each regiment to 
j be apfwerable for the general inftrufiion of the regi- 
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ment, and is toexercife, or capfe to be exercifed, thej 
officers, non-commiflioned officers, and foldiers 
whenever he thinks proper. 


CHAP. III.

Of the Formation of a Company. 

(Plate I. Figure 1.) 


company is to be formed in two ranks, atone] 
pace di fiance, with the talleft men in the rear, an 
both ranks fized, with the fho^teft men of each i 
the centre. A company thus drawn up is to be di 
vided into two i’effions or platoohs ; the captain t 
take poft on the right of the firft platoon, covered b 
a fergeant ; the lieutenant on the right of the fecondj 
platoon, alfo covered by a fergeant ; the enfign tout' 
paces behind the centre of tne company ; the firft 
fergeant two paces behind the centre of the firft 
platoon, and the eldeft corporal two paces behirfd 
the lecond platoon ; the other two corporals are to 
be on the flanks of the firft rank. 


C H A P. IV. 

Of the Formation of a Regiment. 

(Plate I. Figure 2 and 3.) 

A«o.„ 1 ent. is to confift of eight companies, 
which are to be potted in the following order, from 
right to left. 

Firft captain’s. 

Colonel’s. 

Fourth captain’s. 
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Major’s. 

Third captain’s. 

Lieutenant colonel's.’ 

Filth captain’s. 

Second captain’s. 

For the greater facility in raanoeuvering, each regi- 
ment confifting of more than one hundred and fixty 
files, is to be formed in two battalions, (fig. 2.) with 
an interval of twenty paces between them, and one 
colour ported in the centre of each battalion ; the 
colonel fifteen paces before the centre of the firft 
battalion; the lieutenant-colonel fifteen paces before 
the centre of the fecond battalion ; the major fifteen 
paces behind the interval of the two battalions ; the 
adjutant two paces from the major ; the drum and 
fite-major two paces behind the centre of the firft 
battalion ; their places behind the fecond battalion 
being fupplied by a drum and fife ; and the other 
drums and fifes equally divided on the wings ol each 
battalion. 

When a regiment is reduced to one hundred and 
fixty files, it is to be formed in one battalion, with 
both colours in the centre; the colonel fixteen pa- 
ces before the colours ; the lieutenant-colonel eight 
paces behind the colours; the major fifteen paces 
behind the centre of the battalion, having the adjiir 
tantat his fide; the drum and file major two paces 
behind the centre of the battalion ; and the drums 
and fifes equally divided on the wings. 

Every battaliop, whether it compole the whole 
©r only half of a regiment, is to be divided into four 
divifions and eight platoons ; no platoon to confift 
of lefs than ten files; fo that a regiment, confining 
of lefs than eighty files, cannot lorm a battalion, but 
mull be incorporated with fome other, or employad 
on detachment. 

In cafe of the abfence of any field-officer, hi '

place, is to be filled by the officer next in rank in thi 
regiment; and in order that the officers may remaii 
with their refpe&ive companies, if any company of -I 
ficer is abfent, his place Qtall be fupplied by the offi-f 
cer next in rank in the fame company ; but fhoulcE 
it happen that a company is left without an officer, 
the colonel or commanding officer may order an. 
officer of another company to take the command, as 
well for the exercife as tor the difcipline and police 
of the company in camp. 

When the light company is 'with the regiment it 
muff be formed twenty paces on the right, on thc- 
parade, but muff not interfere with the exercife of 
the battalion, but exercife by itfelf ; and when the 
fight infantry are embodied, every four companies 
will Sorm a battalion, and exercife in the fame man- 
ner as the battalion in the line. 


• C H A P. V. 

Of the I njl ruction of Recruits. 

1 HE commanding officer of each company is 
charged with the inliru&ion of his recruits ; and as 
that is a fervice that requires net only experience 
but a patience and temper not met with in every of- 
ficer, he is to make choice of an officer, fergeant, 
and one or two corporals of his company, who, be- 
ing approved of by the colonel, ate to attend partic- 
ularly to that bpfine£s.;-but in cafe of the arrival of a 
great number of recants, every officer without dif- 
tinftion is tp be employed on that fervice. 

The commanding officer of each regiment will 
fix on feme place for the exercife of his recruits, 
where hirqfeil or fome field-officer mull attend, to 
♦verlook their inftru&ion.

| The recruits muft be taken fingly, and firft taught 
to put on their accoutrements, and carry themfelves 
properly. / 

The Pojiiion of a Soldier without Arms. 

He is to /land ftraight and firm upon his legs, with 
the head turned to the right fo far as to bring the left 
eye over the waiftcoat buttons ; the heels two inches 
apart; the toes turned out; the belly drawhin a lit- 
tle, but without conftraint ; the breaft a little pro- 
jected ; the flioulders fquare to the front, and kept 
back ; and the hands hanging down the lides, with 
the palms clofe to the thighs. 

Attention ! 

At this word the foldier mu ft be filent, ftand firm 
and fteady, moving neither hand nor foot, (except as 
ordered) but attend carefully to the words of -com- 
mand. 

This attention of the foldier mull be obferved in 
the ftrifteft manner, till he receives the word 

Rejl ! 

At which he may relrefh himfelf, by moving his 
hands or feet ; but mu ft not then fit down or quit his 
place, unlefs permitted fo to do. 

Attention ! 

To the Left — Drefs ! 

At this word the foldier turns his head biilkly to 
the left fo as to bring his right eye in the direftionof 
bis waiftcoat buttons. 

To the Right — .Drefs ! 

The foldier dreflcs again to the right, as before. 

The recruit muft then be taught 
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The Facings. 

To the right — Face ! Two motions. 

i ft. T urn brifkly on both heels to the right, lifting u 
the toes a little, and defcribing the quarter of 
circle. 

ad. Bring back the right foot to its proper pofitio 
without (lamping. 

To the Left — Face ! Two motions. 

ift. Turn to the left as before to the right, 
ad. Bring up the right foot to its proper pofition- 

To the right about — Face ! Three motions. 

lft. Step back with the right foot, bringing the buc- 
kle oppofite the left heel, at the fame time feiz- 
ing the cartridge-box with the right hand. 

2d. Turn brilkly on both heels, and defcribe half a 
circle. 

3d. Bring back the right foot, at the fame time quit- 
ting the cartridge-box. 

When the recruit is fufficiently expert in the fore- 
going points, he mull be taught the different fteps. 

The Common Step 

Is two feet, and about feventy-five in a minute. 

To theFront — March ! 

The foldier fteps off with his left foot, and marches 
a free, eafy and natural ftep, without altering the po- 
fition of his body or head, taking care to preferve a 
proper balance, and not crofs his legs, but to march 
without conftiaint in every fort of ground: The 
officer mail march fometimes in his front and fome- 
times at his fide, in order to join example to precept. 

Halt ! I 

At this word the foldier (lops (hort on the loot j 
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en advanced, immediately bringing up the other, 
ithout ftamping. 

ni i The Quick Step 

> Is alfo two feet, but about one hundred and twen- 
ty in a minute, and is performed on the fame prin- 
ciple as the ether. 

The recruits having been exercifed Gngly, till 
they have a proper carriage, and are well grounded 
in the different fteps ; the officer will then take three 
men, and placing them in one rank, exercife them 
in the different fteps, and teach them 

The March by Files, 

Which, being of great importance, mull be care- 
fully attended to ; obferving that the foldier carries 
his body more forward than in the front march, and 
that he does not increafe the diifance from his file- 
leader. 

The Oblique Step 

Mull then be prafelifed, both in the quick and com- 
mon time. 

In marching obliquely to the right, the foldier 
fteps obliquely with the right foot, bringing up the 
left, and placing the heel direfelly before tire toes of 
the right foot, and the contrary when inarching to 
the left ; at the fame time obferving to keep the 
fhoulders fquare to the front, efpecially that the 
fhoulder oppofed to the fide they march to does not 
projefl, and that the files keep clofe. 

The recruits being thus far inftrufeled, muft be 
again taken feparateiy and taught 

The Pofition of a Soldier under Arms. 

In this pofition the foldier is to ftand ftraight and 
firm upon his legs, with the heels two inches apart, 
the toes a little turned out, the belly drawn in a little 
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wilhoui conftraint, the breaft a little proje&ed, th, 
fhoulders fquare to the front and kept back, the righ 
hand hanging down the fide, with the palm clofe t< 
the thigh, the left elbow not turned out from th- 
body, the firelock carried on the left fhoulder, a 
fitch height that the guard will be juft under the lef^ 
breaft, the fore-finger and thumb before the fwell o. 
the«but, the three laft fingers under the but, the flat 
of the but againft the hip bone, and prefled fo as 
that the firelock may be felt againft the left fide, and 
ftand before the hollow of the fhoulder, neither lean- 
ing towards the head nor from it, the barrel almoil 
perpendicular. When exercifing, he is to be very 
exafcl in counting a fecond of time between each 
motion.

Take — Aim t One motion. 

Step back about fix inches with the right foot, 
bringing the lctt toe to the front ; at the fame time 
drop the muzzle, and bring up the but end of the 
firelock againft your right fhoulrler ; place the left 
hand forward on the fwell of the flock, and the fore- 
finger of the right hand before the trigger; finking 
the muzzle a little below a level, and with the right 
eye looking along the barrel. 

IV. 

Fire ! One motion. 

Pull the trigger brifkly, and immediately after 
bringing up the right foot, come to the priming po- 
fition, placing* the heels even, with the right toe 
pointing to the right, the lock oppofite the tight 
bread, the muzzle directly to the Iront, and as h gh 
as the hat, the left hand juft forward oi the feather- 
fpring, holding the piece firm and -ficady ; and at 
the fame time leize the cock with the tore-finger 
and thumb of the right hand, the back of the hand 
turned up. 

V. 

Half-Cock — Firelock ! One motion. 

Half bend the cock brifkly, bringing down the el- 
bow to the but ot the firelock. 

VI. 

Handle — Cartridge ! One motion. 



Bring your right hand fliort round to your poucif, 
flapping it hard, feize the cartridge, and bring it witl 
a quick motion to your mouth, bite the top off dowji 
to the powder, covering it inftantly with your thumb, 
and bring the hand as low as the chin, with the elbow 
down. 

VII. 

Prime ! One motion. 

Shake the powder into the pan, and covering the 
cartridge again, place the three laft fingers behind 
the hammer, with the elbow up. 

VIII. 


Shut — Pan! Two motions. 

i ft. Shut your pan brifkly, bringing down the elbow 
to the but of the firelock, holding the cartridge 
fall in your hand. 

ad. Turn the piece nimbly round before you to the 
loading pofitioa, with the lock to the front, and 
the muzzle at the height of the chin, bringing 
the right hand up under the muzzle ; both feet 
being kept laft in this motion. 

IX. 

Charge with Cartridge ! Two motions. 

ift. Turnup your hand and put the cartridge into 
the muzzle, fhaking the powder into the barrel. 

ad. Turning the ftock a little towards you, place 
vour right hand clofed, with a quick and ftrong 
motion, upon the but of the rammer, the thumb 
upwards, and the elbow down. 

X. 

Draw — Rammer! Two motions. 

ift. Draw your rammer with a quick motion hall 
out, feizing it inftantly at the muzzle back 
handed. 
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ad. Draw it quite out, turn it, and enter it into the ' 
muzzle. 

XL 

Ram Down — Cartridge ! One motion. 

Ram the cartridge well down the barrel, and in- 
ffantly recovering and feizing the rammer back- 
handed by the middle, draw it quite out, turn it, and 
enter it as far as the lower pipe, placing at the fame 
time the edge of the hand on the but-end of the 
rammer, with the finger extended. 

XII. 

Return — Rammer ! One motion. 

Thruft the rammer home, and inftantly bring up 
the piece with the left hand to the fhoulder, feizing 
it at the fame time with the right hand under the 
cock, keeping the left hand at the fwell, and turning 
the body l'quare to the front. 

XIII. 

Shoulder — Firelock ! Two motions. 

i ft. Bring down the left hand, placing it ftrong up- 
on the but. 

2d. With a quick motion bring the right hand down 
by your fide. 

XIV. 

Order — Firelock ! Two motions. 

lft. Sink the firelock with the left hand as low as 
poflible, without conftraint, and at the fame time 
bringing up the rigfcthand, feize the firelock at 
the left fhoulder. 

nd. Quit the firelock with the left hand, and with 
the right bring it down the right fide, the but 
on the ground, even with the toes of the right

Pofition of each Rank in the Firings. 

Front rank ! Make ready ! One motion. 

Spring the firelock brifkly to a recover, as foon 
as. the left hand feizes the firelock above the lock, 
the right elbow is to be nimbly raifed a little, plac- 
ing the thumb of that hand upon the cock, the fin- 
gers open by the plate of the lock, and as quick as 
poflible cock the piece, by dropping the elbow* and: 
forcing down the cock with the thumb, immedi- 
ately feizing the firelock with the right hand, clofe 
under the lock ; the piece to be held in this manner 
perpendicular,. oppofite to the left fide of the face,,, 
the body kept ftraight, and as full to the front as 
poflible, and the head held up, looking well to tht,; 
right. 

Take Aim ! Fire ! 

As before explained. 

The rear rank ! Make ready ! One motion.. 

Recover and cock, as before direfted, at the fame 
time lfepping.about fix inches to the right, lo as to 
place y'ourlelf oppofite the interval of the front- 
rank. 

Take Aim !' Fire ! 

As. before explained- 
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The recruits being thus far inftru&ed, the officer 
mull take twelve men, and placing them in one 
rank, teach them to drefs to the right and left ; to 
do which the foldier mult obferve to feel the man 
on that fide he dreffes to.^yithout crowding him, 
and to advance or retire, tm he can juft difcover 
the breaft of the fecond man from him, taking care 
not to ftoop, but to keep his head and body up- 
right. 

When they can drefs pretty well, they muft be 
taught to wheel , as follows : 

To the Right — Wheel ! 

At this word of command, the men turn their 
heads brifkly to the left, except the left hand man.

The whole ftep off, obferving to feel the hand 
they wheel to, without crowding ; the right hand 
man, ferving as a pivot for the reft to turn on, gains 
no ground, b'ut turns on his heels ; the officer will 
maich on the flank, and when the wheeling is fin-

On which the whole flop fhort on the foot then 
forward, bringing up the other toot, and dreffing to 
the right. 

To the Left — Wheel /

N. B. The wheelings muft firft be taught in the 
•ommon ftep, and then pra&iied in the quick ftep.

CHAP. VI. 

The Exercife of , a Company. 

Article I. 

Of opening the Ranks. 

Rear Rank ! Take — Diftance ! 

March ! 

TThe rear rank fleps back four paces, and drefles 
by the right ; the officers at the fame time advancing 
eight paces to the front, and dreffing in a line ; the 
ferjeants who covered the officers, toke their places 
in the front rank ; the non-commiflioned officers 
who were in the rear, remain theie, flopping back 
lour paces behind the rear rank. 

Rear Rank ! Clofe to the Front ! 

The officers face to the company. 

March ! 

The rear rank clofes to within a common pace, 
or two feet; and the officers return to their former 
polls. 

Article II. ' 

Of the Firings. 

The captain will divide his company into two or 
more fe 6 lions*and teach them the fire by platoons* 
as directed in chap. xm. art. 1, 2. 
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The officers muft give the words of command 
with a loud and diftin£t voice ; obferve that the- 
foldiers ftep off, and place their feet, as dire£ted in 
the manual exercife ; and that they level their piec- 
es at a proper height ; for which purpofe they 
muft be accuflomed always io take fight at fiJme 
objeft. 

The Officer will often command, As you were !‘ 
to accufionv the foldier not to fire till he receives 
the word of command: 

In all exercifes in detail the men will ufe a piece 
of word, inftead ot a flint : and each foldier fhould 
have fix pieces of wood, in the form of cartridges r 
which the ferjeant muft fee taken out of the pieces 
when the exercife is finifhed. When the company 
exercifes with powder, the captain will infpect the - 
company, and fee that all the cartridges not ufed are 
returned. 

Article III. 

Of the March . 

In mar clang to the front , the men muft be 
accuflomed to arefs to the centre, which they will' 
have to do when exercifing in battalion ; and for 
this purpofe a ferjeant muft be placed fix paces irt 
front of the centre, who will take fome objetl in 
front to ferve as a direftion for him to march 
ftraight forward ; and the men muft look inwards, 
and regulate their march by him. 

The captain muft exercife his company in dif- 
ferent forts ot ground ; and when, by the badnefs 
of the ground, or by. any other accident, the foldier 
lofes his ftep, he muft immediately take it again 
from the ferjeant in the centre. The officers muft 
not fuffer the leail inattention, but punifh every 
man guilty of it. 
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The Oblique March 

Mull be pra£lifed both in the quick and com- 
mon ftep, agreeably to the inflrufctions already given- 

The March by Fiks 

Is as important as difficult. In performing it, the 
officers mull be attentive that the foldiers bend their 
bodies a little loward, and do not open their files. 

The leading file will be conduced by the officer; 
who will poll himfelf for that purpofe on its left, 
when they march by the right, and the contrary when 
they march by the left. 

The Counter March. 

Hole. This march muft never be executed by larger 
portions of a battalion than platoons. 

Caution. 

Take care to counter march from the Right , by 
Platoons! 

To the Right-face ! March ! 

The whole facing to the right, each platoon wheels 
by files to the right about ; and when the right hand 
file gets on the ground where the left flood, the of- 
ficer orders. 

Halt ! — To the Left — Face ! 

and the company will be formed with their front 
changed. 

Article IV. 

Of Wheeling. 

The captain will exercife his company in wheel- 
ing entire, and by fetlions or platoons, both in the 
common and quick fiep, taking care that the men in 
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the rear rank incline a little to the right or left, ac- 
cording to the hand they wheel to, fo as always to 
cover exactly their file-leaders. 

Article V. 

OJ Breaking off, and Forming by the oblique Step. 

* The captain having divided his company into two 
fe&ions, will give the word, 

Scftions — Break off! 

Upon which the feflion on the right inclines by 
the oblique flep to the left, and that on the left, fol- 
lowing the former, inclines to the right, till they 
cover each other, when they march forward. 

Form Company! 

The firft feftion inclines to the right, fhortening 
its flep, and the fecond to the left, lengthening its 
Hep, till they are uncovered, when both march for- 
ward, and form in a line. 

Two or more companies may be joined to per- 
form the company exercife, when they have been 
fufficiently exercifed by fingle companies, but not 
till then ; the inattention of the foldiers, and diffi- 
culty of inftrufcling them, increafing in proportion 
with the numbers. 


CHAP. VII. 

Exercife of a Battalion , 

"W" hen a battalion parades for exercife, it is to be 4 $ 
formed, and the officers polled, agreeably to the in- ■ 
ffru&ions already given in the third and fourth chap- 
ters. 
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The battalion being formed, it is then to perform 
■the manual exercife, and the wheelings, marches, 
manoeuvres and firings defcribed in this and the fol- 
lowing chapters, or fuch of them as (hall be ordered. 

N. B. When a battalion performs the firings, the 
(fix centre files (viz. three on each fid-e the colours) 
are not to fire, but remain as a referve for the col- 
ours ; and the officers of the two centre platoons are 
to warn them accordingly. 

The battalion will wheel by divifions or platoons, 
hy word of command from the officer commanding,

When the battalion wheels, the platoons are con- 
duffed by the officers commanding them ; the fuper- 
mumeraries remaining in the rear of their refpeffive 
platoons.

The wheeling finifhed, each officer commanding 
a platoon or divifion, commands,

CHAP. VIII. 

Of the Points of View . 

[Plate II. Figure i.J 

TThe ufe of thefe is a moll eflential part In the 
manoeuvres, which without them, cannot be ex- 
ecuted with facility or preciffion. They are ufuaf- 
Jy fome diftant objefts (the moll confpicuous 
that can be found) chofen by the commanding of- 
ficer, to determine the direfition of his line, which 
otherwife would be mere hazard. 

The commanding officer having determined on 
the direction of his line, and his points of view H 
C, fends out two officers, D E, to leek two inter- 
mediate points in the fame line; the officer E ad- 
vances ; when D finds him in the direft line be- 
tween himfelf and the point of view B, he advan- 
ces, taking care to keep E always between him and 
the point B, which he mull do by making him fig- 
nals to advance or retire ; when E finds D in the 
direfil line between him and C, he makes him the 
fignal to halt, and they will find themfelves in the 
intermediate points D E.

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CHAP. IX. 

Of the Formation and D if playing of Columns, 
’with the Method of Changing Front. 

Article I. 

The clofe Column formed on the G round by the 
Right, the Right in Front.

Caution by the Commanding Officer. 

Take Care to form Column by Platoons by the 
Right ! the Right in Front!

The dofe Column formed on the Centre , or Fifth 
Platoon, the Right in Front.

Caution. 

Take Care to form Column on the ffth Platoon , 
the Right in Front ! 

To the Right and, Left — Face ! 

The filth platoon Hands fall; the others face to- 
the centre;, the officers poll themfelves at the head 1

The different manners of forming and difplaying 
columns being the bafts of all manoeuvres, require 
the greateft attention of both officers and men in the 
execution. The officers muff, by frequent pra£fice, 
Jearn to judge of diftances with the greateft exabt- 
nefs ; as an augmentation or diminution of the prop- 
er diftance between the platoons is attended with 
much confufton in forming a line. They mu ft alfo 
be very careful not to advance beyond the line, in 
forming battalion, but dtefs their platoons carefully 
with the points of view. 

Article' X. 

Of changing the Front of a Line. » 

The changing the front of a platoon, divifion, or 
even a battalion, may be performed by a fimple 
Wheeling j that of a brigade muft be performed by 
firft forming the open column, then marching it in- 
to the direction required, and forming the line. 

if ii be neceffary to change the front of a line con* 
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fifting of more than a brigade, the fimplefl and fureft 
method is to form clofe columns, either by brigades 
or battalions, march them to the dire&ion required, 
and difplay. 


CHAP. X. 

Of the March of Columns . 

T* H e march of columns is an operation fo often re- 
peated, and of fo much confequence, that it mull be 
confidered as an effential article in the inftruftion of 
both officers and men. 

Article I. 

The march of an open Column 
Column ! March ! 

The whole column mull always begin to march, 
and halt, at the fame time, and only by order of the 
commanding officer. After the nrft twenty paces 
he fhould command, 

Support — Arms ! 

When the men may march more at their eafe, but 
keeping their files clofe. Before the column halts, 
he fhould command, 

Carry — Arms ! Column ! Halt ! 

Drefs to the Right ! 

When marching in open column, the officer com- 
manding will often form battalion, by wheeling to 
the right or left, in order to fee it the officers have 
preferved the proper diftances between the platoons* 
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Article II: 

Columns changing the Dir eft ion of their March ► 

When a clofe column is obliged to change the di- 
refilion of its march, the front platoon muff not wheel 
round on its flank, but advance in a direction more 
or lefs circular, according to the depth of the column, 
that the other platoons may follow. 

[Plate IV. Figure i.j 

An open column changes the dire&ion of its march 
by wheeling the front platoon, the others following : 
in doing which, the officers commanding platoons 
inuft be particularly careful that their platoons wheel 
on the fame ground with the front platoon ; for 
■which purpofe a ferjeant ffiould be left to mark the 
pivot on which they are to wheel. 

Article III. 

Pajfage of a Defle by a Column, 

A column on its march coming to a defile, which 
obliges it to diminifh its front, the officer command- 
ing the firft platoon commands, 

Break off ! 

On which thofe files which cannot pafs, break oflf, 
face inwards, and follow their platoon by files; and 
as the defile narrows or widens, more files will bicak. 
off, or join the platoon : The fuccecding platoons 
proceed in the fame manner. 

If the defile is difficult or long, fo foon as the front 
have pafled and gained fufficient ground, they will 
halt till the whole have pafled and formed, when 
they will continue the march. 
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Article IV. 

A 'Column crofting a Plain, liable to be attacked 
by Cavalry . 

When the commanding officer thinks himfelf in 
danger of being attacked by cavalry, he mu ft clofe 
the column, and on their approach, halt and face 
outwards ; the front platoon Handing faft, the rear 
platoon going to the right about, and the others fac- 
ing outwards from their centres. 

In cafe of attack, the two firft ranks keep up a 
fmart running fire, beginning as well as ending by a 
fignal from the drum. 

The foldiers mutt be told, that under thefe circum- 
stances, their fafety depends wholly on their cour- 
age ; the cavalry being only to be dreaded when the 
infantry ceafe 10 refill them. 

When the column is to continue its march, the 
officer commands. 

Column ! To the Front — Face ! March ! 

The platoons face to the front, and march. 

Article V. 

A Column marching by its Flank.

n If the column marches by the left, the officers go

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CHAP. XI. • 

Vf the March in Line. 

Article I. 

The March to the Front. 

Battalion / Forward ! 

At this caution the enfign with the colours ad- 
vances fix paces ; the fergeant who covered him tak- 
ing his place. The whole are to drefs by the colors. 
The commandant of the battalion will be polled two 
paces in front of the colors, and will give the enfign 
an objeft to ferve as a direction for him to march 
ftraight forward.

The enfign who carries the colors will be careful 
to march ftraight to the objeft given him by the colo- 
nel ; to do which, he muft fix on fome intermedi- 
ate objeft. 

If many battalions are in the line, the enfigns muft 
drefs by the enfign in the centre ; if only two, they 
will drefs by each other. They muft be very care- 
ful not to advance beyond the battalion they are to 
drefs by, it being much eafier to advance than to fall 
back. 

Should a battalion by any caufe be hindered from 
advancing in line with the reft, the enfign of that 
battalion muft drop his colors as a fignal to the oth- 
er battalions (who might otherwife flop to drefs- by 
them] not to conform to their movements ; the col- 
ors to be raifed again when the battalion has advanc- 
ed to its poll in the line. 

The commanding officer of each battalion muft 
be careful that his men drefs and keep iheir files 
ciofe, and to preferve the proper diftances between 
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his own battalion and thofe on his flanks ; and when 
he finds that he is too near the one or the other, mull 
command, 

Obliquely — To the ’ 

When the battalion will march by the oblique 
'ftep, as ordered, till they have recovered their dif- 
tance; and receive the command. 

Forward ! 

Upon which the battalion will march forward, and 
the enfign take a new objeft to march to. 

It the di fiance is augmented or diminifhed onty 
two or three paces, the commanding officer will Or- 
der the colors to incline a little, and then march for- 
ward ; the battalion conforming to their movement. 

The officers commanding platoons will continual- 
ly have an eye over them, immediately remedying 
any defefct, carefully drefling with the centre, ana 
keeping Hep with the colors. 

The officers in the rear mull take care of the fee* 

. bnd rank, remedying any deleft in a low voice, and 
with as little noife as poflible. 

The foldier mull not advance out of the rank the 
ihoulder oppofite the fide he drefl'es to ; he muft riot 
crowd his right or left hand man, but give Way to 
ihe pre flure of the centre, and refill that of the wings.; 
^he muft have his eyes continually fixed on the col- 
ors, turning his head more or lefs, in proportiortto 
/his di fiance from them. 

Battalion ! Halt ! 

The whole flop Ihort on the feet then advanced. 

Drefs to the Right ! 

The men diefs to the right, and the colors fall back 
• into the ranks. 
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Article II. 

Of the Charge with Bayonets. 

The line marching, the commanding officer, on 3

The officer of the other platoon, when he fees them 
faced, will retire in the fame manner ; and having 
paffed twenty paces beyond the platoon halted in the 
defile, comes alfo to the right about ; they continu- 
ing in this manner to cover each other’s retreat till 
they have paffed, when they lace to the front, and 
cover the defile. 

The three platoons of the right wing wheel to the 
left ; thofe of the left wing wheel to the right, and 
having gained their proper diflances, the command- 
ing officer orders. 

Halt A — Platoons / 

To the Right and Left — Wheel f March f 

The right wing wheels to the left, and the left to 
the right ; which forms the battalion. 

If the defile fhould prefect itfeli behind any other 
part ol the battalion, the platoons fartheft off mull 


Halt / To the 
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always retreat firft ; and if the defile becomes nar- 
rower than at the entrance, the platoons muft double 
behind each other. 

Article VIII. 

Pdflage of a Defile in Retreat, by Files. 

This manoeuvre is performed in the fame manner 
as the preceding, except that, inflead of forming at 
the entrance, the platoons pafs by files ; and having 
palfed, face to the right and left, march till they have 
their proper diftances, and then wheel and form bat- 
talion. 

The pafiage of defites may be executed at firft in ! - 
common ftep, for the inltruftion of the troops in 
fervi.ee, always in the quick ftep. 

The paffage of defiles being difficult in prefence 
of an enemy, the officers mutt be particularly care- 
ful to keep the files clofed ; to be quick in giving 
the words of command, and not krfe any time in the 
execution. 

This manoeuvre fhould always be covered by 
troops polled on each fide the defile, and on every 
advantageous piece of ground that p-refertts itfclf, to 
annoy and keep back the enemy. 

Article IX. 

Method of pa fling the Front Line to the Rear. 

The firft line being obliged to retreat, will face to 
the right about, and retire- in line. 

The fecund line, it not already formed in columns, 
will immediately, on perceiving the firft line retire, 
form in that order by brigades or battalions ; and 
the firft line having pafted the intervals between the 
columns, the fecond line will cfilplay ; or, if too 
olofely preffed by the enemy, attack in columns the 
flanks ot the battalions which purfue, thereby giving 
time lor the firft line to form and take a new pofition. 
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CHAP. XII. 

Of the Difpofition of the Field- Pieces attached 
to the Brigades. 

The field-pieces attached to the different brigades 
tnuft always remain with them, encamping on their 
right, unlefs the quartermafter-general thinks prop- x 
er to place them on any advantageous piece of ground 
in front. 

When the army marches by the right, the field- 
piece rmift march at the head ot their refpettive brig- 
ades; when it marches by the left, they follow nr 
the rear, unlefs circum fiances determine the general 
to order otherwife ; but, whether they march in 
front, centre or rear of their brigades, they mufi al- 
ways march between, the battalions, and never be- 
tween the platoons. 

In manoeuvring they mufi alfo follow their brig- 
ades, performing the manoeuvres and evolutions withr- 
them ; observing, that when the clofe column is- 
formed, they mufi always proceed to the flank of the- 
column oppofed to that fide their brigade is to dif- . 
play to; and on the column’s difplaying, they fol- 
low the firft divifion ot r their brigade ; and whert- 
that halts and forms, the field-pieces immediately;, 
take their ports on its right. 


CHAP. XIII. 

Of the Firings . 

W HEN the troops are to exercife with' powder;., 
the officers mufi carefully infpefl the arms and cart- 
ridge boxes, and take away all the cartridges -with i 
ball. 
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The fix ft part of the general will be the fignal Tor 
all firing to ceafe ; on the beating of which the offi- 
cers and non-commiffioned officers muft fee that 
their platoons ceafe firing, load and ffioulder as 
quick as poffible. The commanding officer will 
continue the fignal till he fees that the men have 
loaded and fhouldered. 

Article I- 
Tiring by Battalion. 

Caution. 

Take Care to Fire by Battalion / 
Battalion ! Make ready l Take Aim! Fire ! 

11 there be more than one battalion to fire, they 
are to do it in fucceffion from right to left ; but al- 
ter the fir ft round, the odd battalions fire fo foon as 
the refpefclive battalions on their left begin to ffiould- 
er ; and the even battalions fire when the refpe£Uve 
battalions on their right begin to ffioulder. 

Article II. 

Firing by Divijions and P latoons. 

Caution. 

Take Care to Jure by Divijions ! 
JDiviJion ! Make ready ! Take Aim ! Fire ! 

They fire in the fame order as is preferibed for 
battalions in Artfcle i. 

The firing by platoons is alfo executed in the 
fame order in the wings ot the battalion, beginning, 
with the right ot each, that is, the firft and filth plat- 
oons give the firft fire, the fecond and fixth the fec- 
ond fire, the third and feventh the third fire, and the: 
fourth and eighth the fourth fire ; after which they 
fijre as before preferibed.. 
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Article IIL 

Firing Advancing. 

The battalion advancing receives the word, . 

Battalion ! Halt ! 

Take Care to ji rt by Diviftons / 

They fire as before. 

Article IV. 

Firing Retreating. 

When a battalion is obliged to retire, it muft : 
march as long as poffible ; but if prefled by the en- 
emy, and obliged to make ufe of its fire, the com- 
manding officer will order, 

Battalion ! Halt !, 

To the Right about — Face ! 

and fire by battalion, divifion or platoon, as before - 
direfcled.

C H A P. XIV. 

Of the March of an Army or Corps . - 

TThe greateft attention on the part of the officers 
is necelfary at all times, but mote particularly on a > 
inarch. The foldiers being then permitted to march 
at their eafe, with the ranks and files open, without 
the greateft care, thefe get confounded one with an- 
other ; and it fuddenly attacked, inftead of being a- 
bie to form immediately in order of battle, the 
whole line is thrown into the utmoft confufion. 

The order for the march of an army being given, . 
the adjutant general will appoint the field officers s 
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for the advanced and rear guards, and i flue orders 
to the brigade majors to have ready their refpe&ive 
quotas ol other officers and men for the advanced 
guard, which will confifl of the number neceflary 
tor the guards ot the new camp. Thefe, together 
with a poineer of each company, and a fergeant 
from the regiment to conduct them, mult be warn- 
ed the evening before. 

At the beating of the general, the troops are im- 
mediately to ftriketheir tents, and Foad the waggons, < 
which mull then fall into the line of march for the 
baggage. 

At this fignal alfo all general and flaff officers’ 
guards, and thofe of the commiflaries, muft return 
to their refpeftive regiments. 

At the beating of the aflembly, the troops will 
affemble, and be formed in battalion on their re- 
fpeftive parades. 

The guards ordered, muft then be conduced by 
the brigade majors, or adjutants ot the day, to the 
rendezvous appointed for the advanced guard, where 
the field officers warned for that duty, will form 
them in battalions, or other corps, according to their 
firength, and divide them regularly into divifions 
and platoons. The officer commanding the advanc- 
ed guard, muft take care to have a guide with 
him, and to get every neceflary information ot the 
* road. 

The camp guards muft at the fame time retire to 
the rendezvous appointed for the rear guard, where 
they muft be formed in the fame manner. 

At the fame time alfo the quarter-mafters and 
poir.eers of each battalion muff affembie on the 
ground appointed by the advanced guard, where one 
of the deputies of the quarter- ma iter-general muft 
form them in platoons, in the fame order as their ne- 
-ipe&ive battalions march in the column. 
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Each detachment will be conduced by its quar- 
ter- matter, who mu ft be anfwerable that it marches 
in the order preferibed ; and the quarter mailers ol 
brigades will conduft thofe of their refpefclive brig- 
ades, and be anfwerable for their behavior. 

The fignal for marching being given, the whole 
will wheel by platoons or fe£lions, as fhall be order- 
ed, and begin the march. 

The advanced guard will march at adiftance from 
the main body proportioned to its ftrength, having a 
patrol advanced ; and mu ft never enter any defile, 
wood, &c. without having firft examined it, to avoid 
falling into an atnbufcade. 

The pioneers are to march behind the advanced 
guard, and muft repair the roads, that the column 
may be obliged to file off as little as poffible. 

The advanced guard, befides its patrols in front, 
muft have a flank guard, compofed of a file from 
each platoon, and commanded by an officer, or non- 
eommiffioned officer, to march at the diftance of 
one hundred paces on the flank, and keep up with 
the head of the advanced guard. 

If it be neceflary to have a flank guard on each 
fide, a file muft be fent from the other flank of each 
platoon to compofe it; and as this fervice is fatigu- 
ing, the men fhould be relieved every hour. The 
like flank guards are to be detached from each bat- 
talion in the column. 

For the greater convenience of the foldiers, the 
ranks muit be opened to half diftance during the 
march. 

When the column meets with a defile, or any bb- 
ftacle, tire commanding officer muft flop till the col- 
umn has paTed it, taking care that they pafs in as 
great older, and as quick as poffible ; and when one 
have marched through, he muft command the front 
to hah, till the whole have palled and lortned, when 
he will continue the march. 
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When a column crofles a road that leads to the 
enemy, the patrols or guards on the flanks of the firft 
battalion, muft form on the road, and halt till the 
patrols of the next battalion come up, which mull 
do the fame ; the others proceed in the fame man- 
ner, till the whole have pafled. 

When the commanding officer thinks proper t® 
halt on the march, immediately on the column’s halt- 
ing, the advanced flank and rear guards mult form a 
chain of fentinels, to prevent the loldiers from ftrag- 
gling ; and all neceflaries, as wood, water, &c. mud 
be feidhed by detachments, as in camp. 

On the beating the long roll, the whole are to form 
and continue the march. 

On the march no orders are to be communicated 
by calling out* but mud be fent by the adjutants, from 
regiment to regiment. The fignals for halting, 
marching flower and quicker, muft be given by beat 
of drum. (See Chap, xxi.j 

The commanding officer of the advanced guard 
being informed by the quarter. mafter-general, or his 
deputy, the ground the troops are to encamp on, will 
go a head and reconnoitre it ; and immediately on 
the arrival of the advanced guard, poll his guards 
arid fentinels, as dire&ed in Chapter xxii. 

March by Sections of Four. 

The roads being very often too narrow to admit 
\the front of a platoon, and the troops being therefore 
continually obliged to break off, which fatigues the 
men ; to prevent this, when the road is not fuffi. 
ciently large throughout, the battalions may bedivid- 
ed into feclions in the following manner : 

Each platoon is to be told off into feflions of four 
files ; if there remain three files, they form a fe£tion; 
if two files or lefs, they form one rank. At the word. 

By Seftions of Four f 
E 
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To the Right — Wheel ! March ! 

they wheel by fours and march, the fecond rank of 
each fe&ion taking two paces diftance from the front 
rank. The officers commanding platoons take poll 
in the left of their firft fe&ion ; but on the right, it 
the feftions wheel to the left. The file-clofers fall 
in on the flanks. 

The officers muff take great care that the diftance 
of two paces, and no more, is kept between the ranks. ) 
At the word, 

Halt / 

the front rank of each feflion flops ftiort, and the 
fecond rank clofes up, which gives the proper dif* 
lance between the fefclions ; and by wheeling to the 
right or left, the line is formed : or, if the command- 
ing officer choofes, he may form platoons by the 
oblique ftep. 

If a column be already on the march by platoons, 
and the road becomes too narrow and inconvenient 
to continue in that order, it may be formed into fec- 
tions of four, in the following manner : 

Caution by the commanding officer. 

Take Care to break off by ScBions of Four-! 

Upon which the officers commanding platoons 
tell them off as before, but without halting. 

At the word, 

Sections of Four ! Break off! 

the fe&ions on the right of each platoon incline' by 
the oblique ftep to the left ; and thofe on the left of 
each platoon following the former, incline to the 
right, till they all cover ; when they march forward, 
opening the ranks as before diie&ed. It the num- 
ber of legions in a platoon be uneven, that in the 
centre is to march ftraight forward ; the fe&ion on 
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the right inclining to the left, and coveringitin front- 
and thofe orfthe left inclining to the right, and cov- 
ering it in the rear. 


CHAP. XV. 

Of the Baggage on a March . 

TPhe inconveniences arifing to an army from hav- 
ing too great a number of waggons, mult be evident 
to every officer ; and it is expetled, that for the fu- 
ture each officer will curtail his baggage as much as 
poffible. 

The order of march for the army will always de- 
termine that tor the baggage ; and, whatever place 
it may occupy in the line of march,* the waggons 
mud always follow in the fame order as their relpec- 
tive regiments. 

The quarter-mafter-general, or his deputy, will 
give the order of march for the baggage, and the com- 
mander in chief will order an efcort, to be command- 
ed by a field officer, according to its flrength. 

An officer of each battalion muff be appointed to 
fuperintend the firiking of the tents, and loading the 
waggons : he mult fee that the tents are properly tied 
up ; that no provifions, or other articles, are packed 
in them ; and that the tent poles are tied in a bun- 
dle by themfelves : he mult not fuller the waggons 
to be overloaded, or any thing put into them but what 
is allowed ; and when the waggons are loaded, he 
mult fend them with the quarter-mailer fergeant to 
the rendezvous ot the brigade. This lergeant is to 
remain with the baggage of his regiment, to lee that 
the waggons follow in order; and if a waggon breaks 
down, it mu ft be put out of the line, that it may not 
impede the march ot the refl. 
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* Each regiment will iurnifh a non-ccmmiffioned 
officer to cunduft the fick and lame who are notable 
to inarch with their regiments. Thefe men are to 
repair, at the beating of the general, to the rendez- 
vous appointed, where a fufficient number of empty 
waggons will be ordered to attend for the reception 
"of their knapjacks, and their arms, il neceflary. A 
furgeon of each brigade is to attend the frck belong- 
ing to it. 

The commanding officer of each battalion will in. 
fpe£t the fick before they are fent from the battalion, 
in order that none may be fent but thofe who are 
really incapable of marching with their regiments. 
And the officer commanding the efcort will be an- 
fwerablethat no foldiers are permitted to march with 
the baggage on any pretence whatever, except the 
quarter- tnafter fergeant of each regiment, as belore 
direfted. 

No waggons are to be permitted to go between 
the battalions or brigades, except the ammunition 
waggons. 

The waggons of the park, and others, are to be 
conduced agreeably to the foregoing diredions, and 
the neceflary officers fuinifhed to keep order on the 
march. 


chap. xvr. 

The manner cf laying out a Camp , with, the Or - 
der of Encampment. 

"W" ii en the quarter-maflers arrive on the ground 
where the troeps are to encamp, the quarter-mafter- 
general having fixed his iine of encampment, will 
condufcd them along the line, and give each brigade 
quarter-maAer the ground neceflary for his brigade. 
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The quarter- matters of regiments will then have 
their ground given them by the brigade quarter-mil- 
ters, and will mark out the place tor each company 
and tent, and tor the kitchens, &c. See. as defertbed 
in the following order. 

Order of Encampment . 

[Plate VII. and VIII.] 

The infantry will, on all occafions, encamp by 
battalions, as they are formed in order of battle. 

The front of the camp will occupy the fame ex- 
tent of ground as the troops when formed ; and the 
intervals between the battalions will be twenty paces, 
with an addition of eight paces for every piece of 
cannon a battalion may have. 

The quarter-mader of each regiment (hall be an- 
fwerable that he demands no mere ground than is 
ncceflary for the number of men he has a&ually with 
the regiment, allowing two feet tor each file, exclu- 
five of the officers, and adding fixteen teet for the 
intervals between the platoons. He is alfo to be an- 
fwerable that no more tents are pitched than are ab- 
folutely neceflary, allowing one tent for the non- 
commiffioned officers of each company, and one for 
every fix men, including the drums and fifes. 

The tents of the non-commiffioned officers and 
privates are to be pitched in two ranks, with an in- 
terval of fix paces between the ranks, and two feet 
.between each tent ; the tents of the non-commiffion- 
ed officers to be in the front rank, on the right of 
their companies, in the right wing, and on the left 
in the left wing of the battalion. Nine feet front are 
to be allowed for each tent with its interval, and 
twenty teet in the centre of the battalidn for the ad- 
jutant; but when a regiment iorms two battalions, 
the adjutant is to encamp with the firfl battalion, 
the fergeant- major fupplying his place in the fecond. 
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The captains’ and fubalterns’ tents are to be in one 
line, twenty feet from the rear of the men’s tents ; 
the captains’ in the right wing, oppofite the right ot 
their refpeblive companies, and tire fubalterns’ oppo- 
fite the left ; and the contrary in the left wing. 

The field officers’ tents are to be in one line, thir- 
ty feet irom the line of officers; the colonel’s oppo- 
fite the centre; the lieutenant. colonel’s on the right ; 
and the major’s on the left. But it the regiment 
forms two battalions, the colonel encamps behind 
the centre of the firft battalion ; the lieutenant-colo- 
nel behind the fecond battalion, and the major be- 
hind the interval, between the two battalions. 

The furgeon, pay-mafter, and quarter-mafter, en- 
camp in one line, with the front ot their tents in a 
line with the rear ot the field officers’ tents ; the fur- 
geon on the right, pay-mafter on the left, and quar- 
ter-mafter in the centre. 

The kitchens are to be dug behind their refpec- 
tive companies, forty feet from the field officers’tents* 
The futlers’ tents are to be between the kitchens. 

The horfes and waggons are to be placed in a line, 
-'twenty feet behind the kitchens. 

The drums of each battalion are to be piled fix 
paces in front of the adjutant’s tent, and the colors 
planted before them. 

The camp guards are to be three hundred paces 
in front of the firft line, and the fame diftanee in the 
rear of the fecond line. 

The quarter guard is to be forty feet from the wag- 
gons, oppofite the interval between the two bat- 
talions who lurnifh it. 

The finks of the firft line are to be three hundred 
feet in front, and thofe ot the fecond tine the fame 
diftanee in the rear of the camp. 

The commanding officers of regiments are to be 
anfwerable that no tents are pitched out of the line oi 
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encampment on any account whatever, except for 
the regimental hofpital. 

The ground being marked out, the quarter-mailers 
will leave the pioneers, and go to meet their regi- 
ments, conduct them to their ground, and inform the 
colonel where they are to go lor their neceflaries. 


CHAP. XVII. 








Manner of entering a Camp. 

T H E head of the column arriving at the firft en- 
trance of the camp, the commanding officer of the 
firft battalion will command 

Carry — Arms ! 


On which the men carry their arms, and the 
drums beat a march ; and the officers will fee drat 
their platoons have their proper di fiances, clofe the 
ranks and files, and each drefs the flank on which 
his platoon is to wheel, with the fame flank of the 
platoon preceding. The other battalions obferve 
the fame directions, and keep their proper diftances 
from each other. 

The general or officer commanding mufl take 
great care to march the troops in a direCl line along 
the front of the camp, and at fuch a diflance as to- 
give fufficient room for the largeft platoons to march 
clear of the line of tents. 

As the battalions refpeftively arrive in front of 
their ground, they halt, form battalion (dreffing with 
the right) and order or fupport their arms. 

The adjutants immediately turn out the piquets 
that may have been ordered, form them in front of 
their refpeClive battalions, and fend them to the retv- 
dezvous appointed* ‘ 
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The piquets being fent off, the commanding offi- 
cers of battalions command their men to pile their 
arms, and difmifs them to pitch their tents. 

As foon as the company have pitched their tents, 
the captain parades them, and tney fetch in their 
arms. 

The tents of the battalion being all pitched, the 
adjutant win form the detachments for neceffaries, 
and fend them off. 

In the mean time the commanding officer of the 
battalion, having examined the ground, will, if ne- 
ceffary, order out a party to open the communica- 
tions on the right and left j in front for the troops, 
and in the rear for the baggage. 


CHAP. XVIII. 

Neccjary Regulations for preferving Order and 
Cleanlinefs in the Camp. 

"W hen a regiment enters a camp, the field offi- 
cers mull take care that the encampment is pitched 
regularly ; that the finks and kitchens are immedi- 
ately dug in their proper places, and that no tents 
are pitched in any part of the camp contrary to the 
order prefcribed. 

At leafl one officer of a company mull remain on 
the parade, to fee that the tents are pitched regular- 
ly, on the ground marked out. 

The tents fhould be marked with the name of 
each tegiment and company, to prevent their being 
loft or exchanged, and the tents of each company 
numbered : and each non-commiffioned officer 
Ihould have a lift of the tents, with the mens’ names 
belonging to each. 

The utenfils belonging to the tents are to be car- 
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ried alternately by the men ; and the non-eommlf- 
froned officers of the fquads are to be anfwerable 
that they are not loft or fpoiled. 

Whenever a regiment is to remain more than one 
night on the fame ground, the foldiers mull be oblig- 
ed to cut a fmall trench round their tents, to carry 
off the rain ; but great care mull be taken they do 
not throw the dirt up againft the tents 

One officer of a company mult every day vifit 
the tents ; fee that they are kept clean ; that every 
utenfil belonging to them is in proper order ; and 
that no bones or other filth be in or near them ; and 
when tfie weather is fine, Ihould order them to be 
-Jlruck about two hours at noon, and the ftraw and 
bedding well aired. 

The foldiers Ihould not be permitted to eat in 
their tents, except in bad weather ; and an officer 
ot a company mu ft often vifit the mefles ; lee that 
the provision is good and well cooked ; that the men 
of one tent mefs together ; and that the provifion is 
not fold or difpofed ot for liquor. 

A fubaltern, four non-commiffioned officers and 
a drummer mull every day be appointed for the po- 
lice of each battalion, who are on no account to be 
abfent during the time they are on duty. 

The officer of the police is to make a general in- 
fpection into the cleanlinefs ot the camp, not fuffer 
fire to be made any where but in the kitchens, and 
caufe all dirt to be immediately removed, and either 
burnt or buried. He is to be prefent at all diftribu- 
tioris in the regiment, and to form and fend off all 
detachments for neceffaries. 

In cafe the adjutant is obliged to be abfent, the 
officer of the police is to do his duty till his return ; 
and for that purpofe he mull attend at the adjutant’s 
tent, to be ready to receive and diftribute &ny orders 
that may come for the regiment. 
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The drummer of the police mufl attend conflanti 
]y at the adjutant’s tent, to be ready at all times to 
communicate the neceflary fignals ; nor mull he ab- 
fent hirafelf on any account during the twenty-four 
hours, without leaving another drummer to fupply 
his place till his return, nor then, without leave from 
the adjutant. 

When any of the men want water, they mud ape 
ply to the officer of ther-police, who will order the 
drum to beat the neceflary ftgnal ; on which all who 
want water mufl immediately parade with their can- 
teens before the colours, where the officer of the 
police will form and fend them off under the care of 
the two non-commiffioned officers of the police, 
who are to be anfwerable that they bring back the 
whole detachment, and that no excefles are commit- 
ted whilft they are out. Wood and all other necef- 
faries mufl be fetched in the fame manner. Except 
in cafe of neceffity, not more than one detachment 
is to be out at a time. 

The quarter-mafler mufl be anfwerable that the 
parade and environs of the encampment of a regi- 
ment are kept clean ; that the finks are filled up, 
and new ones dug every four days, and oftener in 
warm weather; and if any horfe or other animal dies 
near the regiment, he mufl caufe it to be carried at 
leafl halt a mile irom camp and buried. 

The place where the cattle are killed mufl be at 
leafl fifty paces in the rear of the waggons ; and the 
entrails, and other filth, immediately buried ; for 
which the commiflaries are to be anfwerable. 

The qtiarter-mafler-general mufl take care that all 
dead animals, and everyother nuifance in the envi- 
rons of the camp, be removed. 

Ntr non-commiffioned officer or foldier (hall be 
permitted to pafs the chain of fentinels round the 
camp, without peimifficn in writing from the com- 
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inanding officer of his regiment or battalion ; which 
permiffion fhall be dated the fame day, and fhall, on 
the return of the perfon to whom it was granted, be 
delivered to the adjutant, who is to return it to the 
colonel or commanding officer, with his report. 

Every detachment not conduced by a commif- 
(ioned officer, (hall have a written permiffion from 
a field officer, or officer commanding a regiment, or 
fhe officer of the police, if it be a detachment going 
for neceffaries ; without which they are not to be 
permitted to pafs the chain. 

All officers whatever are to make it a point of du- 
ty to flop every non-commiffioned officer or foldier 
they meet without the chain, and examine his pafs ; 
and if he has not a fufficient pafs, or having one is 
committing any excefs, the officer muft condufl him 
to the neareft guard, from whence he muft be fent, 
with his crime, to his regiment. 

The fentinel before the colors muft have orders, 
in cafe he hears any alarm in camp, or at the advanc- 
ed pofts, to acquaint the adjutant with it ; who will 
inform the commanding officer of the battalion, or 
order an alarm beat, if the cafe requires it. 


CHAP. XIX. 

OJ Roll Calls. 

The rolls fhall be called in each battalion at troop 
and retreat beating, at which times the men are to 
parade with their arms ; and at the beating of the 
reveille, and at noon, the commanding officers of 
companies (hall caufe the rolls of their refpedlive 
companies to be called, the men parading for that 
purpofe without arms, and to be detained no longer 
than is neceffary to call the roll. 
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The non-commiffioned officers are to vifit tbeir 
refpe£tive fquads a quarter of an hour alter tatto # 
beating ; lee that they are all prefent and retired to 
relt ; and make jheir report to the commanding of- 
ficer of the company. 

No non-commiffioned officer or foldier is to be 
abfent from roll-call without permiffion from the 
commanding officer of the company. 

No commiflioned officer is to be abfent from roll- 
call without permiffion from the commanding officer 
•f the regiment. 


CHAP. XX. 

OJ the InfpeBion of the Men , their Drefs, No- 
cejfaries , Arms, Accoutrements , and Ammu- 
nition, 

The oftener the foldiers are under the infpeftioa 
of their officers the belter ; for which reafon every 
morning, at troop beating, they mull infpeft into the 
drefs ot their men ; fee that their clothes are whole 
and put on properly ; their bands and faces waffied 
clean; their hair combed; their accoutrements prop- 
erly fixed, and every article about them in the great- 
ell order. Thofe who are guilty of repeated neglefrs 
in thefe particulars, are to be confined and puniffied. 
The field officers muft pay attention to this objeft, 
taking proper notice of thofe companies where a vif- 
ible neglefct appears, and publicly applauding thofe 
who are remarkable for their good appearance. 

Every day the commanding officers "bf companies 
mull examine their mens’ armsand ammunition, and 
fee that they are clean and in good order. (&<; fath- 
er, Chap, xxiii.) 

That the men may always appear clean on the pa- 

✓ 
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rade, and as a mean of preferving their health* the 
Hon-commiffioned officers are to fee that they wafh 
their hands and faces every day, and oftener when 
neceffary. And when any river is nigh, and the 
feafon favorable, the men (hall bathe themfelves as 
frequently as poffible, the commanding officers ot 
each battalion fending them by fmall detachments 
fucceffively, under the care of a non-commiffioned 
officer ; but on no account muft the men be permit- 
ted to bathe when juft come off a march, at leaft till 
they have repofed long enough to get cool. 

Every Saturday morhing the captains are to make 
a general infpe&ion of their companies, and examine 
into the Hate of the mens’ neceflaries, obferving that 
they agree in quantity with what is fpecified in the 
company book ; and that every article is the man’s 
who {hews it. For which purpoie, and to difcover 
theft, every man's things fhould be marked ; if any 
thing is deficient, ftrift enquiry muft be made into 
the caufe ot it; and fhould it appear to be loft, 
pledged, fold, or exchanged, the offender muft be 
feverely punifhed. 

That the men may not be improperly burdened 
and fatigued, the captains are not to fuffer them to 
carry any thing which is either ufelefs or unneceifary. 


CHAP. XXI. 

Of the different Beats of the Drum . 

The different daily beats (hall begin on the light, 
and be inffantly followed by the whole army ; to fa- 
cilitate which, the drummer’s call fhall be beat by 
the drums ot the police, a quarter of an hour before 
the time of beating, when the drummers will affeni- 
ble belore the colors of their refpcflive bafalions ; 
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and as foon as the beat begins on the right, it is to be 
immediately taken up by the whole army, the drum- 
mers beating along the front of their refpeflive bat- 
talions, from the centre to the right, from thence to 
the left, and hack, again to the centre, where they 
finifb. 

The different beats and fignals are to be as follows : 
The General is to be beat only when the whole are to 
march, and is the fignal to ftrike the tents, and 
prepare tor the march. 

The Affembly is the fignal to repair to the colors. 
The March for the whole to move. 

The Reveille is beat at day-break, and is the fignal for 
the foldiers to rife, and the centuries to leave off 
challenging. 

The Troop affembles the foldiers together, for the 
purpofe of calling the roll, and infpe&ing the men 
for duty. 

The Retreat is beat at fun fet, for calling the roll, 
warning the men for duty, and reading the orders 
of the dajr. 

The Tattoo is for the foldiers to repair to their tents, 
where they mu ft remain till reveille beating next 
morning. 

To Arms is the fignal for getting under arms in cafe 
of alarm. 

The Farley is to defire a conference with the enemy. 
The Signals. 

Adjutant’s call —firjl part oj the troop. 

Firft Sergeant’s call — one role and three Jlams. 

All non-commiflioned officers’ call — two rolls and 
Jive Jlams. 

To go for wood — poing Jlrokt and ten Jlroke roll. 
Water — tzuo f robes and a Jlam. Provifions-*- 
roajl beef. 
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Front to halt — two flams from right to left , and a 
full drag with the right, a left hand flam and a- 
right hand full drag. 

For the front to advance quicker — the long march . 
To march flower — the taps. 

For the drummers — the drummer's call. 

For a fatigue party — the pioneers march. 

For the church call — the parley. 

The drummers will pra&ile a hundred paces in 
front of the battalion, at the hours fixed by the ad- 
jutant-general ; and any drummer found beating at 
any other time, except ordered, fhall be puniffied. 


G H A P. XXII. 

Of the Service of the Guards. 
Article I. 


Of the different Guards, with their Vfe. 

The different guards of the army will confift of 

iff. Out polt and piquet guards. 

ad. Camp and quarter guards. 

gd. General and ffaff officers’ guards. 

The piquet guards are formed by detachments 
from the line, and are ported at the avenues of the 
camp, in fuch numbers as the general commanding 
thinks neceflary for the fecuiity of the camp. 

The camp and quarter guards are for the better fe- 
fcurity of the camp, as well as tor preferving good 
order and difcipline. 

Every two battalions will fumifh a camp and 
quarter guard between them, to confift of 
Siubalt. Serg. Corp. Drum. Priv. J For the camp> 
i 11 i 27 \ guard. 

- - 1 - 9 For the quarter guard,- 
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The camp guard of the front line is to be potted 
three hundred paces in front of it, and that of the 
fecond line the fame diltance in the rear of the fec- 
ond line, each oppofite the interval ot the two bat- 
talions who lurnilh it. 

Each guard will poll nine fentinels, viz. one be- 
fore the guard, two on the right and two on the left ; 
thefe five fentinels, with thofe from the other bat- 
talions, forming a chain in the front and rear of the 
camp ; the fixth and feventh fentinels before the 
colors ; and the eighth and ninth before the tents of 
the commanding officers ot the two battalions. 

In order to complete the chain of fentinels round 
the camp, the adjutant-general will order two flank, 
guards from the line, to conlill ot a commiffioned 
officer and as many men as are neccflary to form a 
chain on the flanks. 

The intention oi the camp guards being to form 
a chain of fentinels round the camp, in order to pre- 
vent improper perfons entering, or the foldiers going 
out of camp, the commanding officers of brigades 
will add to, or diminifh them, fo as to anfwer the 
above purpofe. 

The quarter guard is to be polled twenty paces in 
the rear of tire line of waggons, and will iurnilh 
three fentinels, viz. one at the guard, and one behind 
each battalion. 

The guards of the general and other officers will 
be as follows.

The camp and quarter guards are to parade before 
the interval of their battalions, where th6y will 6e 
formed by the adjutant* who turnifhes the office*, 
and immediately fent off to their refpeftive polls. 

The guard of a major-general is to be furnilhed 
horn bis own divifion, each brigade furriilhmg it by 
turns ; it is to be formed by the major of brigade,. 
' and foiit from the brigade parddfc. 

The guard of a brigadier-general is .to be furnilh- 
ed by his own brigade, and formed and fent from 
the brigade parade by the maj.or of brigade. The 
brigade comrnilfary’s guard is to be furnilhed in the 
lame manner. 

The other guards being compofed of detachments 
from the line oy bfigades, each detachment is form- 
ed on the brigade parade by the major of brigade,, 
and fent with an adjutant to the grand palrade. 

All guards, except thofe which are honorary,, 
ffiould ordinarily be of force proportioned to the- 
nuinberot fentinels required, allowing three relieves 
for. each poll.

As foon as a detachment arrives on the grand pa- 
rade, the officer having drefled the ranks, commands,

The whole wheel and march by the general, the 
officers faluting him as they pals ; and when the 
whole have palled, they wheel off and march to their 
refpe&ive polls. 

Article III. 

Of relieving Guards and Sentinels. 

The guards in camp will be relieved every twenty- 
four hours. The guards without the limits of the 
camp will ordinarily be relieved in the fame man- 
ner ; but this mult depend on their diftances from 
camp, and other circumftances, which may fome- 
times require their continuing on duty lor feveral 
days. In this cafe they mu ft be previoufly notified 
to provide themfelves accordingly. 

The guards are to march in the greateft order to 
their refpeftive polts, marching by platoons, when- 
ever the roads will permit. 

When the new guard approaches the poll, they 
carry their arms ; and the officer of the old guard, 
having his guard paraded, on the approach of the 
new guard, commands, 

Prefent — Arms / 

and his guard prefent their arms. 

The new guard inarches pall the old guard, and 
takes poll thi ee or lour paces on its right, both guards 
fronting towards the enemy ; and the officer com- 
mands, 

Prefent — Arms ! 

wtd the new guard prefent their arms; 
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The two officers (hen approach each other, sod 
the relieving officer takes his orders froth the reliev- 
ed. Both officers then return to their guards, and 
command, * 

Shoulder^Firelocks / 

Non-commijjioned Officers ! Forward — March ■ 

The non-cornmiffioned officers of both guards, 
who are to relieve the fentinels, adva nee in front of 
the new guard. 

The fergeant of the new guard then tells off as 
many fentinels as are neceffary ; and the corporal of 
the new guard, conduced by a corporal of the old 
guard, relieves the fentinels, beginning by the guard 
noufe. 

When the fentinel fees the relief approach, he 

f trefenls his arms, and the corporal hailing his re- 
ief at fix paces diftance, commands, 

Prefent-~-Arms ! Recover* — Arms ! 

This laft command is only for the fentinel reliev- 
ing, and the one to be relieved ; and the former im- 
mediately approaching with the corporal, and having 
received his orders from the old fentry, takes his 
place ; and the fentry relieved marches into the 
ranks, placing himfelf on the left of the rear rank. 

Front — Face ! 

Both fentries face to the front. The corporal then 
orders, 

Shoulder — Firelock / Sport — Arms ! 
i March t 

and the relief proceeds in the fame manner till the 
whole are relieved. 

If the fentries are numerous, the fergeanls are t© 
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be employed as well as the corporals in relieving 
them. 

When the corporal returns with the old fentinels, 
he leads them before the old guard, and difmifles 
them to their ranks. 

The officer of the old guard then forms his guard 
in the fame manner as when he mounted, and march- 
es them in order to camp. 

As foon as he arrives in the camp, he halts, forms 
the men of the different brigades together, and fends 
them to their refpeQive brigades, condu&ed by a 
non-commiffioned officer, or careful foldier. 

When the old guard march off, the new guard 

J jrefent their arms, till they are gone, then ffioulder, 
ace to the Lett, and take the place of the old guard. 

The officer then orders a non-commiffioned offi- 
cer to take down the names of the guard, in the fol- 
lowing manner :

Suppofe the guard to confiff oi twenty-four men, 
and to furniffi eight fentinels, they are divided into 
three relieves, and the polls being numbered, begin- 
ning always with the guard houfe, each man’s name 
is put down againft the number of the poll he will 
always Hand lentry at*during the guard, by which 
?z>ean an officer knows what particular man was at 
any poft during any hour of the day or night. 

Tne relief of fentries is always to be marched i$ 
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the greateft order, and with fupported arms, the cor- 
poral often looking back to obferve the conduft of 
the men ; and if an officer approaches, he is to or- 
der his men to handle their arms, fupporting them 
again when he has pa fled. 

The corporals are to be anfwerable that the fent- 
ries, when relieving, perform their motions with the 
greateft fpirit and exa&nefs. 

A corporal who is detefled in having the info- 
lence to fuffer fentrics to relieve each other, without 
his being prefent, {halt, as well as the fentry fo re- 
lieved, be feverely punifhed. 

Article IV. 

• TnjlruBions to Officers on Guard . 

On the vigilance of the officer depends not only 
the fafety ol his guard, but that of the whole army. 

As it is highly necefiary an officer ffiould have 
fome knowledge of his htuation, he mult, immedi- 
ately after relieving the old guard, vifit the fentinels, 
and examine the ground round his poft ; and if he 
thinks the fentiies not fufiicient to i'ecure him from 
a furprife, he is at liberty to place more, acquainting 
therewith the general or field officer of the day who 
vifits his poft ; but without their leave he is not to 
alter any that are already polled. He rnufl caufe 
the roads leading to the enemy and to the next ports 
to be well reconnoitred by an officer of the guard, 
or for want of one, by an intelligent nori-commif- 
ftoned officer and fome faithful men, inform him- 
felf of every thing neceftary lor his fecurity, and ufe 
every poffible precaution againft a furprife. He muft 
permit no ftranger to enter his poft, nor fuffer his 
men to talk with him. If a fufpicious perfon, or a 
deferter from the enemy approaches, he muft flop 
him and fend him to head quarters, or to a feperior 
officer. He muft on no account fuffer the foldicvs 
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to pull off their accoutrements, or ftraggle more than 
twenty paces from the guard ; and it water or any 
other neceffaries are wanted for the^guard, they mull 
be fent for by a non-commiflioned officer and fome 
men, with their arms if at an out poll, on no ac- 
count fuffering a foldier to go by himfelt ; but nev- 
er whilft the fentinels are relieving. He muft ex- 
amine every reliet before it is fent off; fee that their 
arms are loaded and in order, and that the men are 
acquainted with their duty ; and it by any accident 
a man fhould get the leaft difguifed with liquor, he 
muft, on no account, be fuffered to go on fentry. 

At every reliet the guard muft parade, and the roll 
be called ; and during the night, and when near the 
enemy, during the day, the guard muft remain un- 
der arms till the reliet returns. 

During the day the men may be permitted to reft 
themfelves as much as is confrftent with the fatety 
ot the guard ; but in the night, no man muft be {ut- 
tered to lay down or fleep on any account, but have 
his arms conftantly in his hands, and be ready to tall 
in on the leaft alarm. 

Between every reliet the fentries muft be vifited 
by a noncommiffioned officer and a file of men ; 
and, when more than one officer is on guard, as 
often as poflible by an officer. A patrol alfo muft 
be frequently fent on the roads leading to the enemy. 

During the day, the fentinels on the out polls muft 
flop every patty of men, whether armed or not, till 
they have been examined by the officer of the guard. 

As foon as it is dark, the counterfign muftbegiv- 
en to the fentinels of the piquets and advanced 
ports, after which they are to challenge all that ap- 
proach them ; and if any perfon, alter being order- 
ed to ftand, fhould continue to approach, or attempt 
to efcape, the fentry, after challenging him three 
times, muft fire on him. 

G . 
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The fentinels of the interior guards of the camp 
will receive the counterfign, and begin to challenge, 
at fuch hours as (hall be determined in orders, ac- 
cording to circumdances. 

A fentinel, on perceiving any perlon approach, 
mud challenge brifkly, and never fuffer more than 
one to advance, till he has the counteifign given 
him ; if the perfon challenged has not the counter- 
jfign, the fentry mult call the fergeant of the guard, 
and keep the perfon at a little di dance from his port, 
till the fergeant comes to examine him. 

Whenever a fentry on an out pod perceives more 
than three men approach, he mud order them to 
Hand, and immediately pafs the word for the fer- 
geant of the guard ; the officer of the guard mud 
immediately parade his guard, and fend a fergeant 
.with a party of men to examine the party : the non- 
commiffioned officer mud order the commanding 
officer of the party to advance, and condu£l him to 
the officer of the guard ; who, in cafe he is unac- 
quainted with his perfon, and does notchoofeto trud 
either to his clothing or to his knowledge of the 
counterfign, mud demand his paflport, and exam- 
ine him ltri£fly ; and if convinced of his belonging 
to the army, mud let him pafs. 

If a fentry, on challenging, is anfwered re- 
lief, patrol or round, he mud in that cafe order the 
fergeant or corporal to advance with the counter- 
fign ; and if he is then allured ot their being the 
relief, &c. he may fuffer them to advance. 

A fentinel mud take the greated care not to be 
furprifed ; he mud never fuffer the perfon who 
advances to give the counterfign, to approach 
within the reach of his arms, and always charge 
Jiis bayonet. 

The officers who mount the camp guards mud 
jgive orders to their fentries not to fuffer any perfon 
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to pafs in or out of camp, except by one of the 
guards, nor then till the officer of the guard has 
examined him. 

In cafe one of the guard deferts, the officer mufl 
immediately change the counterfign, and fend no- 
tice thereof to the general of the day : who is to 
communicate the fame to the other guards, and the 
adjutant-general. 

As foon as the officer of a guard difccyfcrs the 
approach of the enemy, he mufl immediately fend 
notice to the nearefl general officer, call in the 
centries, and put himfelt in the bell poffure of de- 
fence. II attacked on his pofl, he will defend it to 
the utmofl of his power, nor retreat, unlefs com- 
pelled by fuperior force ; and even then he mufl re- 
tire in the greatefl order, keeping a fire on the enemy, « 
whofe fuperiotity, however great, can never jullify 
a guard’s retiring in diforder. Should the enemy 
purfue a guard into camp; the officer muff take 
care to retire through the intervals of the battalions, 
and forming in the rear of the line, wait for fur- 
ther orders. 

When an officer is pofted at a bridge, defile, or 
any work, with orders to maintain it, he muff de- 
fend it to the lafl extremity, however fuperior the 
force of the enemy may be, as it is to be fuppofed 
that the general who gave thofe orders will rcin- 
lorce him, or order him to Betire whenever tie 
thinks proper. 

An officer mufl never throw in the whole of his 
fiie at once ; for which reafon every guard is to be 
divided into two or more divifions or platoons, ac- 
cording to its flrength ; any number above eight and 
feventy-eight men forming two platoons; the ckleft 
officer taking poll on the right ol the firfl platoon, 
the next eldeft on the right of the fecond platoon, 
and the third on the left of the whole ; the non- 
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commiffioned officers cover the officers ; the drum 
is tq be on the right of the captain, and the fenti- 
nel one pace advanced of the drum. If the guard 
confifts of no more than twelve men, it forms in 
one rank. 

Article V. 

Method of going and receiving the Grand 

* Rounds . 

* 

The general and field officers of the day will vif- 
it the feveral guards during the day, as oiten and 
at fuch hours as they judge proper. 

When the [entry before the guard perceives the 
officer of die day, he will call to the guard to turn 
out ; and the guard, being paraded, on the ap- 
proach of the officer of the day prelent their arms. 

The officer of the day will examine the guard ; 
fee that none are abfent ; that their arms and ac- 
coutrements are in order ; that the officers and 
non-commiffioned officers are acquainted with 
their duty, and that the fentinels are properly 
polled and have received proper orders. 

Not only the officers of the day, but all gen- 
eral officers are at liberty to vifit the guards and 
make the fame examination. 

The officers of the guard fhall give the parole to 
the officer of the day, it demanded. 

Dining the night, the officers of the day will go 
the grand rounds. 

When the officer of the day arrives at the guard 
from whence he intends to begin his rounds, he will 
make himfelf known as fuch by giving the officer 
of the guard the parole. He will then order the 
guard under arms, and having examined it, demand 
an efcort of a fergeant and two men, and proceed to 
the next poll. 
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When the rounds are challenged by a fentinel, 
they will anfwer, Grand rounds ! and the fentry will 
reply. Stand, Grand rounds 1 Advance fergeant with, 
the counterjign ! Upon which the fergeant advances 
and gives the couxuerfig.n, The fentinel will then 
cry, Advance , rounds ! and prefent his arms till they 
have palfed. 

When the fentry before the guard challenges, and 
is anfwered, Grand rounds 1 he will reply, Stand , 
Grand rounds l Turn out the guard! Grand rounds l 
Upon the fentinel’s calling, tire guard is to be turned 
out and drawn up in good order, with Ihouldered 
arms, the officers taking their polls. The officer 
commanding the guard will then order a fergeant 
and two men to advance towards the round and 
challenge. When the fergeant ol the guard comes 
within ten paces of the rounds, he is to halt and 
challenge brifkly. The fergeant of the rounds is to 
anfwer. Grand rounds ! The fergeant of the guard 
replies, Stand, Grand rounds ! Advance fergeant with 
the counter jign ! and orders his men to prelent their 
arms. The fergeant of the rounds advances alone, 
and giving the counterfign, returns to his rounds ; 
and the fergeant ol the guard calls to his officer, The 
counterjign is right ! On which the officer ol the 
guard tails, Advance , rounds! The officer of the 
rounds then advances alone, and on his approach the 
guard prefent their arms. The officer of the rounds 
palTes along the front of the guard immediately to 
the officer, who keeps his pofl on the right, and 
gives him the parole. He then examines the guard, 
orders back his efcort, and demanding a new one,, 
proceeds in the fame manner to the other guards. ' 
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Article VI. 

Honors due from Guards to General Officers 
and others. 

To the commander in chief: All guards turn out 
with prefented arms ; the drums beat a march, and 
the officers lalute. 

To major-generals : They turn out with prefented 
arms, and beat two ruffles. 

To brigadier-generals : They turn out with pre- 
fented arms, and beat one ruffle. 

To officers of the day : They turn out with pre- 
fented arms, and beat according to their rank. 

Except from thefe rules a general officer’s guard, 
which turns out and pays honors only to officers of 
✓ fupeiior rank to the general whofe guard it is. 

To colonels: Their own quarter guards turn out 
once a day with prefented arms ; alter which they 
®nly turn out with ordered arms. 

To lieutenant-colonels : Their own quarter guards 
turn out once a day with fhouldered arms ; after 
which they only turn out and Hand by their arms. 

To majors: Their own quarter guaids turn out 
once a day with ordered arms ; at all other times 
they (land by their arms. 

When a lieutenant-colonel or major commands a 
regiment, the quarter guard is to pay him the fame 
honours as are ordered to a colonel. 

All fentries prefent their arms to general officers, 
and to the field officers of their own regiments ; to 
all other commiffioned officers they (land with 
fhouldered arms. 

The prefident of Congrefs, all governors in their 
own (fates, and committees of Congrefs at the army, 
{hall have the fame honors paid them as the com- 
mander in chief. 

Wben a detachment with arms pafies before a 
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guard, the guard fhall be under arms, and the drums 
of both beat a march. 

When a detachment without arms paffes, the 
guard ihall turn out and ftand by their arms. 

After dark no honors are to be paid, except to the 
grand rounds ; and when near the enemy, no honors 
are to be paid with the drum. 


CHAP. XXIII. 

Cf the Arms and Ammunition, xvith the Meth- 
ods of preferving them. 

The prefervation of the arms and ammunition is 
an obje£l that requires the greateft attention. Com- 
manding officers of regiments muff be anfwerabie 
for thofe of their regiments, and captains tor their 
refpe&ive companies. 

An officer of a company muff every morning at 
roll-call infpe£l minutely into the flate of the men's 
arms, accoutrements and ammunition ; and if it fhall 
appear that a foldier has fold, or through carleffiiefs 
loft or damaged any part of them, he muft be con- 
fined and’ puniffied, and ftoppages made of his pay, 
as hereafter mentioned : For which purpole luch 
officers fhall certify to the commanding officer of 
the regiment the names of the delinquents, and the 
lofles or damages which fhall appear of their arms, 
ammunition and accoutrements ; and the command- 
ing officer, after due examination, fhall older flop- 
pages to be made for whatever fhall appear to have 
been fold, loft or damaged as atorefaid. The flop- 
pages to be as follows: 

For a firelock, fixteen dollars; 
a bayonet, two dollars ; 
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a ram-rod, one dollar ; 
a cartridge-box, one dollar 1 ; 
a bayonet-belt, one dollar ; 
a fcabbard, two thirds of a dollar ; 
a cartridge, one fixth of a dollar ; 
a flint, one twentieth of a dollar;; 

• a gun- worm, one fourth of a dollar ; 
a fcrew-driver, one twelfth of a dollar; 

And for arms, accoutrements and ammunition dam- 
aged, fuch fums as the repairs fhall cofl the ffates, 
to be eflimated by the brigade conductor, or, 
when a corps is detached, by fuch perfon as its 
commanding officer fhall appoint for that pur- 
pofe ; provided that fuch ftoppages do not exceed 
one half the delinquent’s pay monthly. 

It is highly eflential to the fervice that the ammu- 
nition fhould be at all times kept complete ; lor 
which purpofe, as often as is neceffary, a return is 
to be made by each company of the number of car- 
tridges deficient, to the quarter-mafter, that he may 
make out a general one tor the regiment, to be fign- 
ed by the commanding officers of the regiment and 
brigade, and rio time loft in fupplying the deficien- 
cy. The like care is to be taken that all deficien- 
cies of arms and accoutrements are fupplied with- 
out lofs of time. 

All arms, accoutrements and ammunition unfit 
for fervice, ate to be catefully preferved and fent 
by the commanding officer of each company to the 
regimental quarter- mailer, who fhall deliver the 
fame to the brigade conduflor, they refpeftivefy 
giving receipts tor what they receive. The arms, 
accoutrements and ammunition of the Tick and oth- 
ers, when delivered up, are to be taken care of m. 
the fame manner. Before the cartridge-boxes are 
put in the arm-chefls, the cartridges mull be taktfte 
out to prevent any lofs or accident, •• - 
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A condu&or fhall be appointed to each brigade, 
who (hail have under his immediate care and direc- 
tion a travelling torge and five or fix armourers, an 
ammunition waggon, and a waggon with an armed 
cheft lor each battalion, each cheil to hold twenty- 
five arms, to receive the arms and accoutrements 
wanting repair, or of the men fick or abfent : and 
when the arms delivered in by a battalion fhall ex- 
ceed the above number, the furplus fhall be fent to 
tbe commifTary ot military (lores. 

The brigade conductor (hall iffue no ammunition 
but by order of die commanding officer of tbe brig- 
ade ; but may receive and deliver the arms and ac- 
coutrements of each battalion, by order ot its com- 
manding officer. 

The ammunition waggon fliall contain twenty 
thoufand cartridges ; and in order to keep the fame 
complete, the conductor fhall, as deficiencies arife, 
apply to the field commifTary, or one of his deputies. 
Jot a fupply, or ottoet wile for the neceifary materials 
of cartridges, and to the major of brigade for men 
to make them up under the direction of the conduc- 
tor ; and for this purpofe the brigade major (hall 
order out a party of the mod carelul foldiers. 

The non-commiffioned officers of each company 
will be provided with gun-worms ; and every day, 
at the noon roll-call of the company, thofe men 
who have returned from duty are to bring their 
arms and have their charges drawn ; the firft fer- 
geant to receive the powder and ball, and deliver 
the lame to the quarter-mafter. 



CHAP. XXIV. 

Of the Treatment of the Sick. 

here is nothing which gains an officer the love 
foldiers more than his care of them under the 
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diftrefs of ficknefs ; it is then he has the power of 
exerting his humanity in providing them every com- 
fortable necelfary, and making their fituation a« 
agreeable as poftible. 

Two or three tents fhould be fet apart in every 
regiment tor the reception of fuch Tick as cannot be 
fent to the general hofpital, or whofe cafes may not 
require it. And every company fhall be conftant- 
ly turnifhed with two Tacks to be filled occafionally 
with ftraw, and ferve as beds for the fick. 1 hele 
facks to be provided in the lame manner as cloth- 
ing for the troops, and finally i ITued by the lcgimen- 
tal clothier to the captain of each company, who 
fhall be anfwerable for the lame. 

When a foldier dies, or is difmilfed from the hof- 
pital, the ftraw he laid on is to be burnt, and thr b d- 
ding well wafhed and aired beloie another is permit- 
ted to ufe it. 

Tire fergeants and corporals fhall every morning 
at roll-call give a return of the fick of their refpec- 
live fiquads to the firft fergeant, who mull make out 
one lor the company, and lofe no time in delivering 
it to the furgeon, who will immediately vifit them, 
and order fuch as he thinks proper to the regiment- 
al hofpital ; fuch whofe cafes require ilieir being 
fent to the general hofpital, he is to tepoit imme- 
diately to the furgeon general, or principal furgeon 
attending the army. 

Once every week (and oftener when required) 
the furgeon will deliver the commanding officer. of 
the regiment a return of the fick of the regiment, 
with their diforders, diftinguifhirg thole in the reg- 
imental hofpital from thofe out of it. 

When a foldier is fent to the hofpital, the non- 
commiffioned officer of his fquad fhall deliver up 
fiisarmrand accoutiements to the commanding of- 
ficer of the company, that they may be depofiled in 
the regimental arm cheft. 
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When a foldier has been fick, he mud not be - 
put on duty till he has recovered fufficient ftrength, 
of which the lurgeon fhould be judge. 

The furgeous are to remain with their regiments 
as well on a march as in camp, that in cafe of hid- 
den accidents they may be at hand to apply the prop- 
er remedies. 


CHAP. XXV. 

Of Reviews. 

Article I. 

Of Reviews of Parade. 

HEN a battalion is to be reviewed, it mull be 
drawn up in the following manner : 

The ranks at four paces di dance from each other ; 
the colors advanced four paces from the centre ; the 
colonel twelve paces before the colors ; the lieuten- 
ant-colonel four paces behind the colonel ; the ma- 
jor on the right of the battalion in the line of officers ; 
the adjutant behind jhe centre ; the officers com- 
manding platoons eight paces before their intervals ; 
and the other officers on the fame line, equally di- 
* vided in front of their refpeftive platoons ; the fer- 
geants who covered officers take their places in the 
front rank of their platoons ; the other non-com- 
miffioned officers who were in the rear, remain there, 
falling back four paces behind the rear rank ; and 
the drummers and filers are equally divided on the 
wings of the battalion, dreffing with the front rank, 
f The general officer who is to review them being 
within thirty paces of the battalien, the colonel, or- 
• tiers, 
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Battalion f Prefent — Arms / 

On which the men prefent their arms, and the 
drums on the right wing falute him according to his 
rank, the officers and colours falute him as he paffes 
in Front ol the battalion ; and on his arriving at the 
left, the drums beat the fame as on the right. 

The colonel then commands, 

Shoulder — Firelocks ! 

And when the general has advanced to the Front, 

Rear Rank ! Clofe to the Front ! 

On which the officers face to their platoons. 

March ! 

The rear rank clofes to the front, and the officers 
ftepping off at the fame time, thofe commanding 
platoons take their pofts in the front rank, and the 
others go through the intervals to their pofts in the 
rear. 

The colonel then commands. 

Battalion ! 

By Platoons ! To the Right — Wheel ! March f 

The whole wheel by platoons to the right, and 
march by the general ; the colonel at the head of 
the battalion, with the major behind him, followed 
by the drums of the right wing; the adjutant on the 
left of the fifth platoon; and the lieutenant-colonel 
in the rear, preceded by the drums of the left wing. 

The officers and colours falute when within eight 
paces of the general; and the colonel having faluted, 
advances to him. 

The battalion having marched to its ground and 
formed, the general orders fuch exercife and tnan- 
ceuvres as he thinks proper. 
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Article II. 

Of Reviews of Infp'Hion, 

For a review of infpeftion the battalion muft not 
be told off into platoons, but remain in companies, 
at open order ; the drums and fifes on the right, and 
the enfigns with the colours in front of their ref- 
pefilive companies. 

The infpe&or begins with a general review, pall- 
ing along the front of the battalion from right to 
left, accompanied by the field and ftaff officers. — 
The general review over, the colonel commands. 

Rear Rank ! Clofe to the Front ! March / 

The rear rank clofes to the front, the officers re- 
maining in front. 

By companies ! To the Right — Wheel ! March ! 

Each company wheels to the right ; the captains 
then open their ranks, and order, 

Non-Commiffioned Officers ! To the Front — 

March ! 

The officers take poll four paces, and the non- 
commiffioned officers two paces, in front of their 
companies. 

Tne whole then order their firelocks by word of 
command from their captains, except the firft com- 
pany, where the infpeftion begins ; when the firft 
company has been infpefcied, they order their fire- 
locks, and the next company fhoulders ; the others 
proceed in the fame manner till the whole are in- 
fpe&ed. 

The field and ftaff officers accompany the infpec- 
tor while he infpefts the companies ; and when the 
infpettion is over, the colonel forms the battalion, 

H 
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and caufcs it to perform any exercifc or manoeuvre* 
the infpeftor -thinks proper to order. 


INSTRUCTIONS. 


JrJlruBions for the Commandant of a Regiment. 

i. he fiate having entrufled him with the care of a 
regiment, his greatefl ambition fhould be to have it 
at all times and in every refpeft as complete as pof- 
iible ; to do which, he fhould pay great attention to 
the following objefcls : 

The prefervation of the foldiers’ health fhould be 
his firfl and greatefl care ; and as that depends in a 
great meafute on their cleanlinefs and manner of 
Jiving, he mull have a watchful eye over the officers 
of companies, that they pay the neceflary attention 
to their men in thofe refpe&s. 

The only means of keeping the foldiers in order 
is, to have them continually under the eyes of their 
fuperiors ; for which reafon the commandant fhould 
tife the uttnofl feverity to prevent their flragghng 
from their companies, and never fuffer them to leave 
the legiment without being under the care of a non- 
coimniflioned officer, except in cafes of neceffity. 
And in order to piev-. nt any man’s being abfent from 
the tegiment without his knowledge, he mufl often 
count the files, and fee that they agree wi,th the re- 
turns delivered him. flrifclly obliging every man re- 
turned fit for duty to appear under arms on all occa- 
fions; and if any are miffing, he mufl oblige the 
commanding officer ol the company to account for 
their ablence. In a word, the commandant ought 
to know upon what duty and where every man of 
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his regiment is. To thefe points the other field ofv 
fi-cers mult alto pay attention. 

The choice ot non-commiffioned officers is alfo 
an object of the greateft importance : the order and 
difeipline ot a regiment depends fo much upon their 
behaviour, that too much care cannot be taken in 
preferring none to that truft but thofe who, by their 
merit and good conduct, are entitled to it. Honefty,. 
fobriety, and a remarkable attention to every point 
of duty, with a neatnefs in their drefs, are indifpen- 
fable requifites; a fpirit to command refpe6l and obe- 
dience from the men, and expertnefs in performing 
every part of the exercife, and an ability to teach- 
if, are abfolutely neceflury j nor can a fergeant or 
corporal be faid to be qualified who does not write 
and read in a tolerable manner. 

Once every month the commandant fhould make 
a general infpeflion of his regiment, examine into 
the flate of the men, their arms, ammunition, and 
accoutrements, necefl'aries, camp utenfils, and every 
thing belonging to the regiment, obliging the com- 
manding officers of companies to account Itrifd ly for 
all deficiencies. 

He fhould alfo once every month affemble the 
field officers and the eldeft captain, to hold a coun- 
cil of adminillration, in which fhould be examined 
the books of the feveral companies, the pay-mailer 
and quarter-mafter, to fee that all receipts and deliv- 
eries are entered in proper order, and the affairs of 
the regiment duly adminillertd. 

All returns of the regiment being figned by the 
commanding officer, he fhould examine them with 
the greateft care before he fuffeis them to go out of 
his hands. 

The commandant tnuft always march and encamp 
with his regiment ; nor muff he permit any officer 
to lodge out of camp, or in a houfe except in cafe 
<al fickcefs. 
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On a march he muft keep his regiment together 
as much as poflible, and not fuffer the officers to 
leave their platoons without his permiffion; nor 
permit any ot them, on any pretence mount on 
horfeback. — There is no fatigue the foldiers go thro* 
that the officers ffiould not fhare ; and on all occa- 
fions they ffiould fet them examples of patience and 
perfeverance. 

When a regiment is on a march, the command- 
ant will order a fergeant and fix men into the rear, 
to brig up all ftragglers; and the fergeant, on his 
arrival in camp or quarters, muft make his report to 
him. 

In a word, the commanding officer of a regiment 
muft preferve the ftri&eft difcipline and order in 
his corps, obliging every officer to a flri6l perform- 
ance ot his duty, without relaxing in the fmallefl 
point ; puniffiing impartially the faults that are 
committed, without diitinftion of rank or fervice. 

* 

InJlruBions for the Major. 

T he major is particularly charged with the difci- 
pline, arms, accoutrements, clothing, and general- 
ly, with the whole interior management and econo- 
my ot the regiment. 

He muft have a watchful eye over the officers, 
and oblige them to do their duty on every oceafion ; 
he muft often caufe them to be exercifed in his 
prefence, and inftrufl them how to command their 
platoons and preferve their diftances. 

He muft endeavour to make his regiment per- 
form their exercife and manoeuvres with the great- 
eft vivacity and precifion, examine often the ftate of 
ihe different companies, making the captains anfwer 
lor any deficiencies he may perceive, and reporting 
the fame to the colonel. 
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He mult pay the greateft attention to have all or- 
ders executed with the drifted punftuality, fo far as 
refpefts his regiment ; and (hould every week, ex- 
amine the adjutant and quarter-mailer’s books, and 
fee that all returns, orders, and other nutters, the 
objects of their refpefcdive duties, are regularly en- 
tered. 

He mult caufe to be kept a regimental book, 
wherein fhould be entered the name and rank of 
every officer, the date of his commiffion, and the 
time he joined the regiment, the name and deferip- 
tion of every non-commiffioned officer and foldier, 
his trade or occupation, the place of his birth and 
ufual refidence, where, when and for- what term he 
was enlided ; difcharges, furloughs and courts mar- 
tial, copies of all returns, and every cafualty that 
happens in the regiment. 

He mull be at all times well acquainted with the 
firength.of his regiment and- brigade, and the details 
of the army, and fee that his regiment furnilhes no 
more than its proportion tor duly: 

He muff often infpeft the detafchments for duty 
fejrnilhed by. his regiment, fee that they are com- 
plete in every refpect and formed agreeably to the 
regulations. 

On a march he mud often ride along the flanks- 
of his regiment, fee that the platoons march in order, 
and keep their proper didances. 

< When-the legiment is detached,, he will pod the 
guards oidered by the colonel, often vifit them, ex- 
amine whether the officers,, non-commiffioned of- 
ficers and fentinels are acquainted with their duty, 
and give them the ntceifaiy indructions. 


Injiruchons for the Adjutant. 

h e adjutant is to be chofen from among the .Tub- 
al ter ns, the field officers taking care to nominate one

the mod intelligent and bed acquainted with the 

iervice. 

He mud keep an exaft detail ot the duty of the 
officers and non-commiffioned officers ot his regi- 
ment, taking care to regulate his roder in tuch a 
manner as not to have too many officers or non- 
commiffioned officers ot the fame company on duty 
at the tame time. 

He mud keep a book, in which he mud every day 
take the general and other orders, and fhew them to 
the commanding officer of the regiment, who having 
added ihofe he thinks necetfary tor the regiment, 
the adjutant mud aflemble the fird fergeants of the 
companies, make them copy the orders, and give 
them their details lor the next day. 

He mud attend the parade at the turning out of all 
guards or detachments, infpefct their drefs, arms, ac- 
coutrements and ammunition, form them into plat- 
oons or fefctions, and conduft them to the general or 
brigade parade. 

When the regiment parades for duty or exercife, 
he mud count it off, and divide it into divifions and 
platoons, and carry the orders ot the colonel where 
neceffary. , 

The adjutant is to receive no orders but from the 
field officers and officer commanding a battahon. 

On a march he mud ride along ihe flanks ot the 
regiment to fee that regularity is obferved, and mull 
pay attention to the fergeant in the rear, that he brings 
up all dragglers. 

On the arrival of the regiment in camp, his firft 
care is to torm and fend off the guards ; and when 
the tents are pitched, he mud immediately order out 
the necelfary number ot iatigue men to dig the vaults 
or finks, and open communications where neceffary. 
He will then form the detachments fo^ wood, water, 
and other neceflaries. 
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He mud be conftantly with the regiment, tetfy 
to receive and execute any orders that may come ; 
nor mu ft he go from his tent without leaving an of- 
ficer to do his duty, or dire&ions where he may be 
found.

InJlruUions for tfie Quarter -Majler. 

The quarter-mafter, being charged with encamp- 
ing and quartering the regiment, fhould be at all times 
acquainted with its ftrerigth, that he may require no 
more ground than is neceflary, nor have more tents 
pitched than the number prefcribed ; for both which 
he is accountable. 

He mult inform the regiment where to fetch their 
wood, water, and other neceflaries, and where to 
pafture the horfes. 

He mu ft in ft ruet the quarter-mafter fergeant and 
pioneers in the manner of laving out the camp, 
agreeably to the order prefcribed in the regulations. 

He is anfwerable for the cleanlinefs ol the camp, 
and that the foldiers make no fire any where but in 
the kitchens. 

When the army marches, he muft condu£i the 
pioneers to the place appointed, and order the quar- 
ter-mafter fergeant to take charge of the baggage. 

He is to make out ail returns for camp equipage, 
arms, accoutrements, ammunition, provifions and 
forage, and receive and di ft ribute them to the regi- 
ment, taking the necefiarv vouchers for the delivery, 
and entering all receipts and deliveries in a book 
k'ept by him tor that purpofe. 

He muft pay particular attention to the preferva- 
tion of the camp equipage, caufe the necefTary re- 
pairs to be done when wanting, and return every 
thing unfit for ufe to the ftores from which he drew 
them; • 
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The prefervation of the arras, accoutrements and ; 
ammunition is of luch elfential importance, that he 
mutt be ftri&ly attentive to have thofe of the fick, of 
the men on turlough, difcharged, or detached oa 
command without arms, taken care of and depofned 
with the brigade condu&or, as directed in the regu- 
lations- 


Injlruftions- for the Captain. 

A captain cannot be ton careful of the com pa* 
ny the (late has committed to his charge. He mu! 
pay the greateft attention to the health of his men, 
their difcipline, arms, accoutrements-, ammunition, 
clothes and neceffaries. 

His fit ft obje£l Ihould be; to gain the love of his 
men, by treating them with every pofiible kmdnefs 
and humanity, enquiring into their complaints, and, 
when well founded, feeing them redrefted. He 
fhould know every man of his company by name and 
character. He fhould often vi fit thofe who are fick, 
fpeak tenderly to them, fee that the public provifion, 
whether of medicine or diet, is duly adminiftered, 
and procure them befides fuch comlorts and conven- 
iences as are in his power. The attachment that 
arifes from this kind of attention to the fick and 
wounded, is almoll inconceivable ; it willmoreover 
be the means of preferving the. lives of many valua- 
ble men. 

He muff divide his company into four fquads, 
placing each under the particular care of a non- 
comtmffioned officer, who is to be anfwerable for 
the drefs and behavior of the men of his fquad. 

He muff be very particular in the daily and week- 
ly infpefcfions of his men, caufing all deficiencies to 
be immedi itely iupplied ; and when he difeovers 
any irregularity in the drefs or conduct of any fol— 
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dier, he muft not only punifii him, but the non- 
commiffioned officer to whofe fquad he belongs. 

He mult keep a drift eye over the conduft of the 
non-commtflioned officers ; oblige them to do their 
duty with the greated exaftnefs ; and ufe every'pof- 
fible mean to keep up a proper fubordination be- 
tween them ar.d the foldiers ; tor which reafon he 
mud never rudely reprimand them in prefence of 
the men, but at all times treat them with proper re- 
fpeft. • 

He muft pay the utmoft attention to every thing 
which contributes to the health oi the men, and o- 
blige them to keep themfelves and every thing be- 
longing to them in the greateft cleanlinefs and or- 
der. He muft never fuffer a man who has any in- 
ieftious diforder to remain in the company, but 
fend him immediately to the hofpital, or other place 
provided for the reception of fuch patients, to pre- 
vent the fpreading of the infeftion. And when anjf 
man is fick, or otherwife unfit tor duty, or abfent, 
he muft fee that his arms and accoutrements are 
properly taken care of, agreeably to the regulations 
prefcribed. 

He muft keep a book, in which muft be entered 
the name and defcription of every non-commiffion- 
ed officer and foldier in his company ; his trade or 
occupation ; the place of his birth and ufual reli- 
dence ; where, when and for what term he inliited; 
di/charges, furloughs, copies of all returns, and eve-; 
ry cafualty that happens in the company. He muft 
alfo keep an account of all arms, accoutrements, 
ammunition, clothing, neceftaries and camp equi- 
page delivered his company, that on infpefting it ha 
may be able to difeover any deficiencies. 

When a company arrive at their quarters after a 
march, he muft not difmifs them till the guards are 
ordered out, and, if cantoned, the billets difiributed, 
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vhich inuft be as near together as poffible ; and he 
mull ftrifcliy prohibit his men from vexing the in- 
habitants, and caufe to be puniihed any that offend 
in that refpefcd. 

He muff acquaint them with the hours of roll- 
call and going tor provifions, with their alarm poll, 
and the hour ot marching in the morning. 

If the company make any flay in a place, he 
muff, previous to their marching, infpeft into their 
condition, examine their knapfacks, and fee that 
they carry nothing but what is allowed, it being a 
material obje£l to prevent the foldier loading him- 
felf with unneceffary baggage. 


Injlruttions for the Lieutenant. 

T[ he lieutenant, in the abfence of the captain, 
commands the company, and fhould therefore 
make himfelf acquainted with that flation ; he mull 
alfo be pefefily acquainted with the duties of the 
lion- comm iffioned officers and foldiers, and fee 
them performed with the greatefl exa&nefs. 

He fhould endeavor to gain the love of his men, 
by his attention to every thing which may contri- 
bute to their health and convenience. He fhould 
often vifit them at different hours; infpeft into 
their manner of living ; fee that their provifions 
are good and well cooked, and, as far as poffible, o- 
blige them to take their meals at regulated hours. 
He fliould pay attention to their complaints, and, 
when well founded, endeavour to get them redreff- 
ed ; but difeourage them trom complaining on eve- 
ry frivolous cccafion. 

He muff not fuffer the foldiers to be ill-tieated 
by the non-commiffioned officers through malevo- 
lence, or from any pique or refentment ; but muff 
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at the Fame time be careful that a proper degree of 
fubordination is kept up between them. 

Although no officer fhould be ignorant of the 
fervice of the guards, yet it particularly behoves 
the lieutenant to be perle&ly acquainted with tlfat 
duty ; he being oltener than any other officer, cn- 
trufted with the command ot a guard — a trull of 
the higheft importance, on the faithful execution of 
which, the fafety ot an army depends ; and in which 
the officer has frequent opportunities to diflinguifh 
himfelf by his judgment, vigilance and bravery. 


Injlruflions for ilie Enfign. 

T H E enfign is in a particular manner charged 
with the cleanlinefs of the men, to which he mu ft 
pay the greatell attention. 

When the company parades, and whilfl the cap- 
tain and lieutenant are examining the arms and ac- 
coutrements, the enfign muff infpe£t the drefs ot the 
foldiers, obferving whether they are clean, and eve- 
ry thing abott^ them in the belt order poffible, and 
duly noticing any who in thefe refpetts are defi- 
cient. 

He muff be very attentive to the condufl of the 
non-commiffioncd officers, obferving that they do 
their duty with the gieatefl exafctnefs ; that they f up- 
port a proper authority and at the fame time do not 
ill-treat the men through any pique or refentment. 

As there aie only two colours to a regiment, the 
enfigns muff carry them by turns, bemg warned tor 
that fervice by the adjutant. When on that duly, 
the\ fhould confider the importance of the truff re- 
pofed in them ; and when in afction, refolve not to 
pan with the colours but with their lives. As it is 
by them the batiahon drefl'es when marching in a

* line, they fhould be very careful to keep a regular 
llcp, and by frequent pratiice accuftom theinfeives 
to march ftraight icrward to any given obje£l. 


Infractions for the Sergeant-Major. 

TT H E fergeant-major, being at the head of the non- 
commiffioned officeis, mult pay the greateft atten- 
tion to their conduft and behavior, never conniving 
at the leaft irregularity committed by them or the 
foldiers, from bothof whom he muff exaft the trod 
implicit obedience. He fhould be well acquainted 
with the interior management and difcipline of the 
xegiment, and the manner of keeping rofters and 
foiming details. He muft always attend the parade, 
be very expert in counting off the battalion, and in 
every other bufinels of the adjutant, to whom he is 
an amllant. 


Injlrutlions for the Quarter- Mafer-Sergeant. 

H E is an afliftant to the quarter-mafler of the reg- 
iment, and in his abfence is-to do his duty, unlefsan 
officer be fpecially appointed for that purpofe : He 
fhould therefore acquaint himfelt with all the duties 
of the quarter-mailer before mentioned. When the 
army marches he muft fee the tents properly packed 
and loaded, and go with the baggage, fee that the 
waggoners commit no diforders, and that nothing is 
loft out of the’ 1 waggons. 


Injlrutlions for the frjl Sergeant of a Company, 

Th e foldier having acquired that degree of con- 
fidence of his officers as to be appointed firft f er " 
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geant of a company, fhould confiderthe importance 
of his office ; that the difcipline of the company, 
the conduft of the men, their exaftnefs in obeying 
orders and the regularity of their manners, will, in 
agreat meafure, depend on his vigilance. 

He fhould be intimately acquainted with the char- 
after of every foldier of the company, and fhould 
take great pains to imprefs upon their minds the in- 
dif’penfable neceflity of the ftriftefl obedience, as 
the foundation of order and regularity. 

, He will keep the details of the company, and nev- 
er warn a man out of his turn, unlefs particularly 
ordered fo to do. 

He muff take the daily orders in a book kept by 
him for that purpofe, and fhew them to his officers. 

He muff every morning make a report to the cap- 
tain of the ffate of the company, in the form pre- 
ferred ; and at the fame time acquaint him with a- 
ny thing material that may have happened fince the 
preceding report. 

He muff parade all guards and detachments fur- 
nifhed by his company, examine their arms, ammu- 
nition, accoutrements and drefs, before he carries 
them to the parade ; and if any man appears unfit, 
he muff fupply his place with another, and have the 
defaulter punifhed : For this purpofe he mult al- 
ways warn a man or two more than ordered, to ferve 
as a referve, who, it not wanted, will return to their 
companies. 

He will keep the company book (under the infpec- 
tion of the captain) in which he will enter the name 
and defeription of every non-commiffioned officer 
and foldier ; his trade and occupation ; the place of 
his birth and ufual refidence ; where, when and for 
what term he was enlifled ; the bounty paid him ; 
the arms, ammunition, accoutrements, clothing and 
necefiaries delivered him, with their marks and num- 
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bers, and the times when delivered ; alfo copies of 
all returns, furloughs, difcharges, and every cafual- 
ty that happens in the company. 

When each foldier (hall be provided with a fmall 
book, the firft fergeant is to enter therein the fol- 
dier’s name, a copy of his inliftment, the bounty paid 
him, the arms, accoutrements, clothing and necefla- 
ries delivered him, with their marks and numbers : 
for this purpofe he muft be prefent at all diftribu- 
lions in his company ; and as often as arms, cloth- 
ing, Sec. are delivered, he muft enter them in the fol- 
dier's as well as the company’s book. 

The fi,rft fergeant is not to go on any duty, unlefs 
with the whole company ; but is to be always in 
camp or quarters, to anfwer any call that may be 
made. 

He is never to lead a platoon or fe£lion, but is al- 
ways to be a fileclofer in the formation of the com- 
ny, his duty being in the company like the adjutant’s 
in the regiment. 


Injlruftions for the Sergeants and. Corporals, 

lr being on the non-comroiftioned officers that the 
-difciplineand order of a company in a great meaf- 
■ure depend, they cannot be too circumfpeft in their 
behaviour towards the: men, by treating them with 
mildnefs, and at the fame time obliging everyone to 
do his duty. By avoiding toogreat familiarity with 
' themen, tney will notnnly gain their love and con- 
fidence, but be treated witba proper refpeft ; where- 
as by a contrary conduft they forfeit ail regard, and 
; their authority becomes defpifed. 

Each fergeant and corporal will be in a particular 
manner anfwerable for the fquad committed to his 
care. He muft pay particular attention to their con- 
duft in every refpett ; that they keep themfelves and 
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their arms always clean ; that they have their ef- 
fefts always ready, and put where they can get them 
immediately, even in the dark, without confufion ; 
and on every fine day he muft oblige them to air 
their effeQs. 

When a man of his fquad is warned for duty, he 
muft examine him before he carries him to the pa- 
rade, obliging him to take all his effe&s with him, 
unlefs when fpecially ordered to the contrary. 

In teaching the recruits, they muft exercife all 
their patience, by no means abufing them, but treat- 
ing them with mildnefs, and not expeft too much 
precifion in the firft leffons,. punching thofe only 
who are wilfully negligent. 

They muft fupprefs all quarrels and difputes in 
the company, and where other means fail, muft ufe 
their authority in confining the offender. 

They fhould teach the foldiers of their fquads 
how to drefswith a foldier-like air, how to clean 
their arms, accoutrements, & c. and how to mount 
and difmount their fire- locks ; for which purpofe 
each non-commiflioned officer fhould always be 
provided with a turn-Ccrew, and fuffer no foldier to 
take his arms to pieces without his permiffion. 

On a march tne non-commiffioned officers muft 
preferve order and regularity, and fuffer no man to 
leave the ranks without permiffion of the officer 
commanding the platoon. 

A corporal muft teach the fentinels to challenge 
brifkly, and every thing elfe they are to do in their 
different fituations ; and when he relieves them, 
muft make them deliver the orders diftinttly. 

When a guard is relieved, the non-commiffioned 
officers take the orders from thofe whom they re- 
lieve ; when fent to vifit the fentries, they fhould 
inftruft them in their duty. They fhould recon- 
noitre the roads they are to patrol in the night, that 
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they may not lofe themfelves. They inuft make 
their patrol with the greatfcd filence and attention, 
and where necefl’ary, fend a faithiul foldier a-head 
to Jook out. If they meet a detachment of the ene- 
my flronger than their own, they mull retreat in or- 
der to their own port. In the night they mud flop 
all Grangers that approach. They mull not fuffer 
their men to make the lead noife with their arms 
or accoutrements, and every now and then flop and 
liden. On their return from patrolling, they mud 
report to the officer what they have feen or heard. 

When a non-commiffioned officer is a file-clofer 
in atiion, he mufl take care to keep the ranks and 
files properly clofed, and when too much crowded, 
make them incline from the centre. When the 
files of his platoon are difordered by thelofsof men, 
he mull exert himfelf to drefs and complete them 
alrefh, with the utmofl expedition. He mufl keep 
the greatefl filence in the ranks, fee that the men 
load well and quick, and take good aim. He will 
do all in his power to encourage the foldiers, and 
«fe the moll vigorous means to prevent any from 
leaving the ranks, unlefs wounded. 


InJlruSlions for the private Soldier. 

h e recruit having received his neceffaries, fhould 
in the fird place learn to drefs himfelt with a fol- 
dier-like air. ; to place his effetls properly in his 
knapfack, fo as to cany them with eafe and conven- 
ience ; how to falute his officers when he meets 
them ; to clean his arms, wafh his linen and cook 
his provifions. He fhould early accudom himfelf 
to drefs in the night ; and for that purpofe always 
have his effefls in his knapfack, and that placed 
where he can put his hand on it in a moment, that 
in cafe of alarm he may repair with the greatefl 
alertnefs to the parade. 
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When learning to inarch, he muft take the great- 
eft pains to acquire a firm ftep and a proper balance, 
praftifing himielf at all his leifure hours. He rnuft 
accuftom himfelf to the greateft fteadinefs under 
arms, to pay attention to the commands of his offi- 
cers, and exercife himfeH continually with his fire- 
lock, in order to acquire vivacity in his motions. 
He muft acquaint himfelf with the ufual beats and 
fignals ot the drum, and inftantly obey them. 

When in the ranks, he muft always learn the 
names of his right and left hand men and file leader, 
that he may be able to find his place readily in cafe 
of reparation. He muft cover his file leader and 
dreis well in his rank, which he may be allured of 
doing when he can juft perceive the breaft of the 
third man from him. Having joined his company, 
he muft no longer confider himfeH as a recruit, but 
as a„foldier ; and whenever he is ordered under 
arms, muft appear well drefled, with his arms and 
accoutrements clean and in good order, and his 
knapfack, blanket, 8c c. ready to throw on his back 
in cafe he fhould be ordered to take them. 

When warned for guard, he muft appear as neat 
as poftible, carry all his eflefts with him, and even 
when on fentry muft have them at his back. He 
muft receive the orders from the fentry he relieves ; 
and when placed before the guard-houfe, he muft 
inform the corporal of all that approach, and fuffer 
no one to enter until examined ; if he is ported at a 
diftance from the guard, he will march there in or- 
der, have the orders well explained to him by the 
corporal, learn which is the neareft port between him 
and the guaid, in cafe he fhould be obliged to retire, 
or have any thing to communicate, and what he is 
to do in cafe of alarm ; or if in a town, in cafe of 
fire and any difturbance. He will never go more 
than twenty paces from his port ; and if in a retired 
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place, or in the night, fuffer no one to approach 
within ten paces of him. 

A fentinel muft never reft upon his arms, but 
keep walking on his port. He muft never fuffer 
him felt to be relieved but by his coporal ; challenge 
brifkly in the night, and flop tbofe who have not the 
counterfign ; and if any will pot anfwer to the third 
challenge, or having been flopped fhould attempt to 
efcape, ne may fire on them. 

When on a patrol, he muft obferve the ftrifteft 
filence, nor make the leaft noife with his arms or 
accoutrements. 

In aftion he will pay the greateft attention to the 
commands of his officers, level well, and not throw 
away his fire ; take particular care to keep his rank 
and file, incline to that fide he defies to, and encour- 
age his comrades to do their duty. 

When ordered to march, he muft not charge 
himfelf with any unnectfTary baggage ; he will 
march at hiseafe, without however leaving his ram. 
or file ; he fhould drink as feldom as pofiible, and 
never flop but when neceflity obliges him ; in which 
cafe he muft afk leave of the commanding officer 
of the platoon. 

When arrived at camper quarters, he muff clean 
his arms, prepare his bed, and go tor neceffanes, 
taking nothing without leave, nor committing any 
kind of excefs. 

He muft always have a ftopper lor the muzzle oi 
his gun in cafe of rain, and when on a march; at 
which times he will unfix his bayonet.

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An APPENDIX, 

CONTAINING THE 

UNITED STATES MILITIA ACT, 

WHICH IS INCORPORATED IN THE FOLLOW- 
ING ACT ORGANIZING THE MILITIA OF 
THIS STATE. ALSO, THE AMEND- 
MENTS TO THE LAST MEN- 
TIONED ACT. 1 


An ACT to Organize the Militia of this State. 

Pafled 7th April, 1801. 

Whereas by the conflitution of the United 
States, the Congrefs have power to provide for organ- 
izing, arming and difciplining the militia, and for 
governing fuch parts of them as may be employed 
in. the fervice of the United States, referving to the 
Hates refpeftively the appointment of the officers and 
the authority of training the militia, according to the 
difcipline prefcribed by the Congrefs. 

And whereas, the Congrefs did* on the eighth day 
of May, one thoufand feven hundred and ninety- two, 
pafs an a£f, entitled “ An a£l more effeftually to pro- 
vide for the national defence, by eftablifhing an uni- 
form militia throughout the United States,” which 
a£t is in the words following, viz. 

“1. Be it cnaRcd by the Senate and Houfe of Rep - 
refentatives of the United States of America, in Con- 
grefs ajfemhled , That each and every free able bod- 
ied white male, citizen of the refpeftive ftates, refi- 
dent therein, who is, or (hall be, of the age of eigh- 
teen years, and under the age of forty-five years. 
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(except as is herein after excepted,) lhall feveraily 
and refpeftively be enrolled in the militia by the 
captain or commanding officer of the company with- 
in whofe bounds fuch citizen fhall refide, and that 
within twelve months alter, the palling ol this aft. 
And it fhall at all times hereafter be the duty of ev- 
ery fuch captain or commanding officer of a compa- 
ny to enrol every fuch citizen as alorefaid, and alfo 
thofe who fhall from time to time arrive at the age of 
eighteen years, or being ot the age of eighteen years, 
and under the age of forty. five years (except as be- 
fore excepted) fhall come to refide within his bounds, 
and fhall, without delay, notify fuch citizen ot the 
faid enrolment by a proper non-commifhoned offi- 
cer of the company, by whom fuch notice mav be 
proved. That every citizen fo enrolled and notified, 
fhall, within fix months thereafter, provide him felt 
with a good mufket or firelock, a fufficient bayonet 
and belt, two (pare flints and a knapfack, a pouch 
with a box therein, to contain not lets than twenty- 
four cartridges fuited to the bore of his mufket or 
firelock, each cartridge to contain a proper quantity 
of powder and ball, or with a good rifle, knapfack, 
fhot pouch and powder horn, twenty balls fuited to 
the bore of his rifle, and a quarter of a pound of 
powder, and ffiall appear fo armed, accoutred and 
provided, when called out toexercife or into fervice, 
except that when called out on company days to ex- 
ercife only, he may appear without a knapfack.— 
That the commiflioned officers fhall feveraily be 
armed with a iword or hanger and efpontoon ; and 
that from and after five years from the palling ot 
this a6f, all mulkets tor arming the militia, as herein 
required fhall be of bores fufficient for balls of the 
eighteenth part ot a pound ; and every citizen foen- 
rolled and providing himielf with the arms, ammu- 
nition and accoutrements required as aforefaid, (hall 
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hold the fame exempted from all fuits, diflreffes, ex- 
ecutions, or fales lor debt, or tor the payment ot 
taxes. 

2. And be it further enabled. That the Vice Prefi- 
dent of the Uni*ed States, the officers, judicial and 
executive, ol the government of the United States, 
the members of both Houfes of Congrefs, and their 
refpeflive officers, all cuflom-houfe officers, with 
their clerks, all poft-officers and flage drivers who 
are employed in the care and conveyance of the 
mail of the port-office of the United States, all ferry- 
men employed at any ferry on the port road, all in- 
fpe£lors of exports, all pilots, all marines aftually 
employed in the fea fervice of any citizen or mer- 
chant within the United States, and all perfons who 
now are, or may hereafter be exempted by the laws 
of the rcfpe&ive ftates. (hall be, and are hereby ex- 
empted from militia duty, notwithrtanding their 
being above the age of eighteen, and under the age 
of forty-five years. 

g. And be it further enacted. That within oneyear 
alter the parting ot this aid, the militia of the refpec- 
tive ftates (hall be arranged into divifions, brigades, 
regiments, battalions and companies, as the legifla- 
Hire of each ftate fhall direct; and each divifion, 
brigade and regiment, fhall be numbered at the for- 
mation theieof, and a record made ot fuch numbers, 
in the adjutant-general’s office, in the ftate;. and 
when in the field, or in fervice in the ftate, each di- 
vifion, brigade and regiment, fhall refpeflively take 
rank according to their numbers, reckoning the firft 
or lowed number highefl in rank ; that it the fame 
be convenient, each brigade fhall confift of four 
regiments, each fegiment ol two battalions, each bat- 
talion of five companies, each company of fixty-iour 
privates ; that the faid militia fhall be officered by the 
refpeftive ftates, as follows: To each divifion, one 
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major-general and two aids de-camps, with the rank 
et major; to each brigade, one brigadier-general, 
with one brigade infpetlor, to ferve alfo as a brig- 
ade-major, with the rank of a major ; to each regi- 
ment, one lieutenant-colonel commandant, and to 


each battalion, one major ; to each company, one 
captain, one lieutenant, one enfign, four fergeants, 
four corporals, onedrummer, andonefiferor-bugler; 
that-there (hall be a regimental ftafF, to confill of one 
adjutant and one quarter- mafler, to rank as lieuten- 
ants ; one pay-mailer, one furgeon, and one fur- 
geon’s mate, one fergeant-major, one drum- major, 
and one fife-major. 

4. And be it further enciRed, That out of the mili- 
tia enrolled as is herein direfted, there fiiall be form- 


ed for each battalion, at leafl one company of gren- 
adiers, light infantry or riflemen, and that to each 
divifion there lhall be at leafl one company of artil- 
lery and one troop of horfe : there ffialhbe to each 
company of artillery, one captain, two lieutenants, 
four fergeants, four corporals, fix gunners, fix bom- 
bardiers, one drummer and one fifer ; the officers to 
be armed with a fword or hanger, a fufee, bayonet 
and belt, with a cartridge box to contain twelve cart- 
ridges, and each private or matrofs fhall furnifh him- 
felt with all the equipments of a private in the in- 
fantry, until proper ordnance and field artillery is 
provided. There fhall be to each troop of horfe, 
one captain, two lieutenants, one cornet, four fer* 
geants, four corporals, one fadd'er, one farrier, and 
one trumpeter ; the commi (honed officers to furnifh 
themfelves with good horfes, at leafl fourteen and an 
half hands high, and to be armed with a fword and 
pair of piflols, the holfters of which to be covered 
with bear-fkin caps ; each dragoon to furnifh hirnfelf 
with a ferviceable horfe, at leafl fourteen hands and 
ait half high, a good faddle, bridle, mail pillion and 
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valife, holfters, and a breaft plate and crupper, a pair 
ot boots and fpurs, a pair of piftols, a fabre, and a 
cartouch box to contain twelve cartridges for piftols. 
That each company ot artillery and troop of horfe 
fhall be formed of volunteers from the brigade, at' 
the difcretion ot the commander in chief of the 
ftate, not exceeding one company of each to a regi- 
ment, nor metre in number than one eleventh part of 
the infantry, and fhall be uniformly clothed in regi- 
mentals, to be furnifhed at their own expence, the 
colour and fafhion to be determined by the brigadier 
commanding the brigade to which they belong. 

And be it further tna&ed , That each battalion 
and regiment fhall be provided with the ftate and 
regimental colours by the field officers, and each 
company with a drum and fife, or bugle horn, by the 
commiffioned officers of the company, in fuch man- 
ner as the legiflature of the refpeftive ftates fhall di- 
reft. 

6. And be it further ena&ed. That there fhall be 
an adjutant-general appointed in each ftate, whofe 
duty it fhall be to diftribute all orders from the com- 
mander in chief of the ftate to the feveral corps ; to 
attend all public reviews, when the commander in 
chief ot the ftate fhall review the militia, or any 
part thereof ; to obey all orders from him relative 
to carrying into execution, and perlefting the fyf- 
tem ot military difeipline eftablifhed by this aft ; to 
lurniffi blank forms of different returns that may be 
required, and to explain the principles on which 
they ffiould be made ; to receive from the feveral 
officers of the different corps throughout the ftate, 
returns of the militia under their command, report- 
ing the aftual lituation of their arms, accoutrements, 
and ammunition, their delinquencies, and even oth- 
er thing which relates to the general advancement 
of good order and difeipline : all which the fever 
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eral officers of the divifions, brigades, regiments, 
and battalions, are hereby required to make in the 
ufual manner, lb that the faid adjutant- general may 
be duly iumifhed therewith : From all which re- 
turns he (hall make proper abftrafcls, and lay the 
fame annually before the commander in chief ot 
the (late. 

7. And be it further enabled. That the rules 

of difcipline approved and eftabiifhed by Congrefs 
in their refolution of the twenty- ninth of March, 
one thoufand feven hundred and feventy nine fhall 
be the rules of difcipline to be obferved by the mi- 
litia throughout the United States, except fuch de- 
viations from the faid rules as may be rendered ne- 
ceflary by the requifitions ol this a 8, or by fome 
other unavoidable circum fiances. It fhall be the 

duty of the commanding officer at every mufter, 
Whether by battalion, regiment or fingle company, 
to caufe the militia to be exercifed and trained a- 
greeably to the faid rules of difcipline. 

8. And be it further enabled, That all commif- 
fioned officers fhall take rank according to the 
date of their commiflions ; and when two of the 
fame grade bear an equal date, then their rank to be 
determined by lot, to be drawn by them before the 
commanding officer of the brigade, regiment, bat- 
talion, company or detachment. 

9. And be it further enabled. That if any per- 
fon, whether officer or foldier, belonging to the 
militia of any date, and called out into the fervice 
of the United States, be wounded or difabled while 
in atlual fervice, he fhall be taken care of and pro- 
vided for at the public expenfe. 

10. And be it further enabled, That it fhall 
be the duty of the brigade infpeftor, to attend the 
regimental and battalion meetings of the militia com- 
pofmg their feveral brigades, duiing the. time, of 
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their being under arras, to infped their arms, am- 
munition and accoutrements ; fuperintend their ex- 
ercife and manceuvres, and introduce the fyftem of 
military difcipline before defcribed throughout the 
brigade, agreeable to law, and fuch orders as they 
{hall, from time to time, receive from the command- 
er in chief of the ftate ; to make returns to the ad- 
jutant-general of the ftate, at leaft once in every 
year of the militia of the brigade to which he be- 
longs, repoiting therein the afciual Ctuation of the 
arms, accoutrements and ammunition of the feveral 
corps and every other thing which, in his judgment, 
may relate to their government and the general ad- 
vancement of good order and military difcipline ; 
and the adjutant-general (hall make a return of all 
the militia of the ftate, to the commander in chief 
of the faid ftate, and a duplicate of the fame to the 
Prefident of the United States. 

Anduhercas fundry corps of the artillery, cavalry 
and infantry, now exift in feveral of the laid ftates, 
which, by the laws, cuftoms, or ufages thereof, have 
not been incorporated with, or fubjed to the gener- » 
al regulations of the militia : 

11, Beitjurther enatted, That fuch corps retain 
their accuftomed privileges, fubjed, neverthelefs, to 
all other duties required by this ad, in like manner 
with the other militia.” 

AND WHEREAS the refervations contained in 
the faid conflitution relative to the militia of the 
ftates refpefctively, render it neceffary that provifion 
ftiould be made in the premifes by the legilkture of 
this ftate : Therefore, 

12. Be it enaftcd by the people of the State cj New- 
York, reprfented in Senate and Affembly , That the 
militia of this ftate fhall be arranged into five divi- 
fions, agreeably to the diredions of the commander 
in chief, and conformable to the ad of Congrefs a- 
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forefaid : and each divifion fhall be formed into as 
many brigades, and each brigade into as many reg- 
iments, and each regiment into as many companies 
as the commander in chief fhall, in his defcretion, 
from time to time, deem meet ; and he fhall order 
at leaft one company of artillery, and one troop of 
horfe, to be formed from every brigade, or from 
fuch ol them as he fhall require. 

13 And be it further enabled. That the command- 
er in chief, fhall be entitled to appoint for himfelt 
three aids-de camp, who fhall have the rank of lieu- 
tenant-colonels. 

14 And be it further enabled, That the cavalry 
of this ftate fhall be organized into as many regi- 
ments as there are divisions ; that each regiment 
confiflingof nQt more than eight troops, fhall be di- 
vided into two fquadrons, and each regiment con- 
fining of more than eight tioops, fhall be divided 
into three fquadrons, as the commander in chief 
fhall direft ; and each fquadron fhall be command- 
ed by one major ; and to each regiment there fhall 
be one lieutenant- colonel commandant, and the 
fame ftafF as regiments of infantry ; that fuch regi- 
ments of cavalty fhall be formed into two biigades, 
each of which fhall be commanded by a brigadier- 
general ; that the officers of cavalry fhall rifts and 
receive promotion in their relpeftive troops, fquad* 
rons, regiments and brigades ; and the whole fhall 
be under the command of one major-general ; that 
the brigadier-generals of infantry fhall have the 
command of troops attached to their brigade, to 
parade for annual infpedtion, but all other parades 
fhall be ordered by the officeis of cavalry ; and that 
the cavalry of this ftate fhall parade for improve- 
ment twice in every year by troop, to be ordered by 
the captains or commanding officers of troops, once 
in every year by troops or fquadrons to be ordered 
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by the lieutenant. colonel commandant, and if the 
commanding officer ot brigade {hall think proper, 
once by regiments or brigades. 

15. And be it further enabled, That every trooper 
{hall own and pofiefs a horfe able and fit tor fer- 
vice, and if fuch trooper fhall not procure and pof- 
fefs himfelt ol fuch horfe within the term of three 
months after his enliftinent, fuch trooper fliall'be 
returned to the beat to which he before belonged J 
and all horfes belonging to any troop, {hall be en- 
rolled by the commanding officer of fuch troop by 
their diftinguifhing mark ; and the horfes fo enroll- 
ed, and doing duty in any troop, Ihall be exempted 
from all attachments, feizures, diftrefles, executions, 
or fales for debt, or for the payment of taxes ; and it 
fhall not be lawtul lor any officer to grant a certifi- 
cate of enliftment to any trooper to excufe him from 
duty in any other corps, nor {hall fuch trooper’s 
horfe be exempted from attachment until fuch troop- 
er fhall have the equipments requit ed by the laws 
of the United States. 

16. And be it further enabled. That the artillery 
of this ftate fhall be organized into as many regi- 
ments as there are divifions ; that each regiment 
fhall be divided into two battalions, and each battal- 
ion fhall be commanded by one major, and to each 
regiment there {hall be one lieutenant-colonel com- 
mandant, and the fame llaffas regiments of infantry; 
that fuch regiments of artillery fhall be formed into 
one or more brigades, as the commander in chief 
fhall direfct ; each of which {hall be commanded by 
a brigadier-general ; that the officers of artillery 
fhall rife and receive promotion in their refpefilive 
companies, battalions, regiments and brigades ; and 
the whole fhall be under the command of a nnjor- 
general : That the brigadier-general oF infantry 
{hall have the command of the companies attached 
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to their brigade, to parade for annual infpeftion, but 
all other parades (hall be ordered by the officers of 
artillery, and the artillery fhall parade for improve- 
ment and infpefclion as often and in the fame man- 
ner as the inlantrv are by law direfted to meet for 
fuch purpofes : Provided always, That nothing in 
this fefclion contained {hall apply to the regiment of 
artillery in the city of New- York. 

17. And be it further enabled, That the regiment 
of artillery in the city and county of New-York, 
fhall have three field officers, and each company 
fhall confiflof as many officers, non-commi (honed 
officers and matroffes, as is direfted by the a6l of 
Congrefs aforefaid ; and whenever the lieutenant- 
colonel of the faid regiment of artillery, becomes 
the fenior lieutenant- colonel within the diftridt of 
the brigade of the city and county of New-York, it 
fhall be lawful to appoint him to the rank of a brig- * 
adier-general by brevet or otherwife ; and confine 
him, if neceffary, to the command of the regiment ; 
and whenever he becomes the fenior brigadier-gen- 
eral in the divifion in which he refides, it (hill be 
lawf ul for the perfon adminiflering the government, 
by and with the advice and confent of the council 
of appointment, to appoint him major-general of 
the faid divifion : and the faid regiment fhall, in the 
diferetion of the commander in chief, be fubjetl to 
be annexed lo and compofe a part of a brigade in 
fuch manner as he fhall, from time to time, deem , 

meet : And further, the faid regiment fhall be or- 
dered out for exercife at leaf! twelve times, and not 
exceeding eighteen times in each year, by the com- 
manding officer thereof ; and the commifTary of 
military flores, fhall deliver to the commandant of 
the faid regiment, from time to time, fuch ammuni- 
tion as the perfon adminiflering the government of 
this ftate, fhall judge neceffary for the public good. 
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to be expended with praftifing with field artillery, 
mortars and other ufelul experiments. 

18. And be it further enabled, That all returns 
from the militia corps refpedively, fhall be made 
out and tranfmitted in fuch manner, and at fuch time, 
as the commander in chiei fhall direft ; and that ev- 
ery commiflioned officer who fhall from time to time 
be appointed, fhall report his acceptance to the of- 
fice within ten days after having received notice 
thereof, to fuch officer or officers as the commander 
in chief fhall from time to time dired. 

19. And be it further enabled, That the militia of 
this ffate fhall rendezvous three times in every year, 
for the purpofe of training, difeiplining and improv- 
ing in martial exercife, twice by companies within 

• their refpe&ive beats, and once by regiments, (ex- 
cept as is herein after excepted,) and that each briga- 
dier-general fhall appoint the regimental parades at 
fuch lime and place as he may think proper, as 
nearly central as may be within each of the refpec- 
tive regiments ; that the time and place of the ren- 
dezvous for the companies fhall be appointed by the 
colonel or commanding officer of the regiment, and 
arranged on different days ; that the field and ftaff 
officers may have an opportunity of attending the 
feveral companies exercifed in detail, in order to 
introduce uniformity in the manoeuvres and difei- 
pline of the regiment : Provided, however, that it 
fhall be lawful for the militia of the counties of Ot- 
fego, Delaware, Herkemer, Oneida, Chenango, Ti- 
oga, Onondaga, Cayuga, Ontario, Steuben, LfTex 
and Clinton, to rendezvous by regiments or battal- 
ions as the major-general or commanding officer of 
the divifion may dired. 

20. And be it further enabled, That every non- 
commilfioned officer and private who fhall negled 
or refufe to obey the orders of his fuperior officer, 
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while under arms, (hall forfeit two dollars and fifty 
cents for every fuch offence; and if any fuch non- 
comrniffioned officer or private, enrolled to ferve in 
either of the companies mentioned in this aft, fhall 
refufe or negleft to perform fuch military duty, or 
exercife as he fhall be required to perform, or fhall 
depart from his colors or guard without the permif- 
fion of his fuperior officer as aforefaid, he fhall for- 
feit the futn of two dollars and fifty cents, and for 
the non-payment thereof, the offender fhall be com- 
mitted to gaol by warrant from the captain or com- 
manding officer of the troop or company, then pref- 
ent, to which (uch offender doth belong, there to be 
confined until the fines as aforefaid, together with 
the gaoler’s fees, are paid ; and the refpeftive fher- 
iffs of the refpeftive cities and counties of the flate 
are hereby empowered and required to receive the 
body of any offender who fhall be brought to them 
by virtue of any warrant under the hand and feal of 
any officer by virtue of this aft, and him to keep in 
iafe cultody until fuch fines as are mentioned in fuch 
warrant, together with the gaoler’s fees as aforefaid, 
fhall be paid, or until the faid offender fhall be dif- 
charged by due courfe of law ; and the Dieoffs and 
gaolers refpeftively fhall be allowed the fame fees 
as are allowed in other cafes ; provided, that in cafe 
of a military guard, where a captain doth not com- 
mand in pet fon, a warrant granted by an inlerior of- 
ficer, who fhall have the command of fuch guard, 
fhall be of the fame authority agairilt all offenders, 
as if fuch warrant had been iffued by fuch captain. 

91. And be it further enabled, That it fhall not be 
lawful for any non-commiflioned officer or private 
to difcharge any fire-arm within two miles of the 
place of parade, on any day that they ffiall be order- 
ed out for improvement or infpeftion, wbhout an 
order or permilhon of a commiffioned officer; and 
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if any fuch non-commiffioned.officer or private {hall 
fo difcharge any fire arm without fuch order or per- 
miffion, he (hall forfeit the fum ot one dollar. 

22. And be it further enabled, That the militia ot 
this {fate (hall be confidered to be under arms from 
the riling until the fetting ot the fun, ot the fame 
day that they fhall be ordered out by law for im- 
provement or infpeftion ; and that no officer, non- 
commiffioned officer or private belonging to the 
fame, (hall, while under arms, be fubjeft to be arrett- 
ed on any civil procefs. 

23. And be it further enabled. That no military 
corps (hall be ordered to parade on any public road 
or highway, fo as to obflruft travellers from paffing 
or repaffing, but it (hall be lawtu ifor any fuch corps 
to occupy any fuch road or highway for a parade, 
allowing a paffage for travellers as aforefaid; and 
that no perfon {hall be permitted to fell or expofe 
for fale on any parade, the bounds of which fhall be 
determined bv the commanding officer prefent, at 
any fuch parade, any fpirituous liquors whatfoever ; 
and if any perfon fhall expofe for fale any fpiritu- 
ous liquors, contrary to this aft, and be thereof con- 
victed before any court having cognizance thereof, 
he {hall forfeit the fum of twenty-five dollars, the 
one moiety thereof to the perfon profecuting for the 
fame, and'the other moiety to be paid and applied as 
fines for delinquencies in the regiment, on whofe 
parade fuch liquor wasexpofed for fale as aforefaid. 

24. And be it further enabled. That the command- 
ing officer of every regiment {hall call a meeting of 
the commiffioned officers of their refpeftive regi- 
ments, at fuch times and places as he {hall appoint 
for improvement, which {hall be at leaft once and 
not exceeding three times in every year ; and that 
every commiffioned officer being duly notified, and 
neglefting to attend fuch meeting, fhall forfeit and 
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pay ten dollars for every fuch negleft, unlefs fuch 
delinquent officer fhall affign fuch reafons for non- 
attendance as fhall be fatisfa&ory to faid command- 
ant ; to be recovered with cofts, by and in the name 
of the adjutant of fuch regiment, in any court having 
cognizance of the fame. 

25. And be it Jurther enabled , That the divifions, 
brigades and regiments of militia in this date, fhall 
be numbered in fuch order as the commander in 
chief fhall direfcf. 

26. And be it jurther enabled , That the age and 
ability of any perfon to bear arms, fhall be determin- 
ed by the captain or commanding officer of the 
company, with the right of appeal to the command- 
ant of the regiment ; and that every occupant or 
lioufe-hoider in the city and county of New-York, 
fhall, when thereunto required by the enrolling offi- 
cer or officers of a beat, deliver verbally or in writ- 
ing the name and age of every male between eigh- 
teen and forty-five years of age, that refides or boards 
in their houfe, under the penalty of ten dollars tor 
every fuch negleft or retufa]. 

27. And be it jurther enabled , That where any 
perfon fhall have been enrolled in the militia of this 
date, and fhall remove to and within the beat of fome 
other company than that which he was fo enrolled, 
he fhall be liable to be warned lor militia duty from 
the time he fhall fo come to refide within the fame ; 
and that no non-commiffioned officer or private be- 
longing to any corps of cavalry, artil’ery, grenadiers 
or light infantry, lhall be allowed to leave fuch corps 
and enlilt in any other, without the written confent 
of the officer commanding fuch corps, except in 
cafes of removal from and out ot the beat of fuch 
corps. 

28. And be it further enabled \ That the military 
uniform ot this date fhall be as follows : General of- 
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fleers, dark blue coats, with buff facings, linings, col- 
lars and cuffs, and withbuff under clothes ; regimental 
and llaff officers, dark blue coats with white linings, 
fcarlet lacings, collars and cuffs, and with white un- 
der clothes ; non-commiflioned officers and privates 
of the grenadier and light infantry companies, dark 
blue coats, with white linings, fcarlet facings, collars 
and cuffs, and white under clothes ; and the buttons 
of the uniform of the militia in the refpefitive brig- 
ades ffiall be either of white or yellow metal, in the 
diferetion of thebrigadier-general thereof. 

29. And be it further enabled. That the cockade of 
the army of the Um»ed States ffiall be the cockade 
of the militia of this date. 

go. And be it further enabled , That it ffiall be 
lawful for the major-general, or commanding officer 
of any divifion, fefpefifively, in the counties of 
Montgomery, Otfego, Herkimer, Oneida, Chenan- 
go, Tioga, Onondaga, Cayuga, Ontario, Steuben, 
Hfl'ex and Clinton, if he ffiail deem it expedient, to 
direfit: any light infantry or riflemen of fuch divi- 
fion to uniform themielves in rifle frocks and over- 
alls. 

gt. And be it further enabled. That the command- 
er in chief ffiall direfit the colour and faffiion of the 
uniform of the cavalry and artillery in this lfate, not 
already provided with uniform ; and that no troop 
or regiment of horfe, or company or regiment of ar- 
t illei y ffiall hereafter parade otherwise uniformed 
than as ffiall be fo direfiled by the commander in 
chief : And that it any company of artillery, troop 
of horfe, company of grenadiers or light infantry, 
ffiall not have thirty men in uniform according to 
law, within one year after fuch company or troop 
has been organized, fuch company or troop ffiall be K 
diflolved. 

32. And be it further enabled, That the commander 
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in chief of this Hate m3V, in cafe of invafion or oth- 
er emergency, when he fhall judge it neceiTary, order 
oat any proportion ot the militia of this hate, to 
march to any part thereof, and continue as long as he 
may think necefiary ; ana likewife may, in confe- 
c.uence of an application of the executive of any of 
the United States, or an invafion or infurreftion, or 
an apprehenfion of an invafion of fuch Hate, at his 
difcretion, order any number of the militia, not ex- 
ceeding one third part thereof, to fuch Hate : Pro- 
vided, that they be not compelled to continue on du- 
ty out of this Hate, more than forty days at any one 
time : Th2t while in actual fervice, in confequence 
of being fo called out, they (hall receive the fame 
pay and rations, and be fubjefl to the fame rules and 
regulations as the troops oi the United Slates of A- 
merica. 

33. And-be it further enaBed, That it fliall and 
may be lawful to and for any major-general of a di- 
vifion or commanding officer of a brigade, or com- 
manding officer ot a regiment, when and as often as 
any invafion may happen, to order out the militia or 
any part thereof, under their refpeftive commands, 
for the defence of this Hate, giving notice of fuch 
invafion, and every circumffance attending the fame, 
as eaily as poffiblc, to their immediate commanding 
officer, by whom fuch information fhall be tranfmit- 
red, v ith the utmoft expedition, to the commander ' 
in chief of this Hate ; and that in cafes of inlurrec- 
tion, the commanding officer of the regiment, within 
the limits of which any fuch infurrettion may hap- 
pen, fhall immediately affercble his regiment under 
arms, and having trail fmitted information thereof to 
the commanding officer of the brigade, and to the 
commander in chief of this Hate, fhall proceed to 
take fuch meafures to fupprefs fuch infurre&iou as 
to any three of the judges or juftices of the county 
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in which fueh infurre&ion fhall happen, fhall ap- 
pear moll proper and effeblual ; and if any perfon 
he wounded or difabled while in actual fervice o£ 
this ftate, in oppofing any invafion or infurre&ion, 
or in fuppreffing the fame, he fhall be taken care of 
and provided for at the expence of this flate : Pro- 
vided always, that if fucli judges or juftices fhall 
deem a greater number of militia requifite to quell 
fuch infurreflion, they fhall and are hereby requir- 
ed to apply for the fame to the commanding officer 
of the divifion or any brigade thereof, who are here- 
by feverally required to obey fuch requilition. 

34. And be it further enabled. That courts martial 
fot the trial of general officers fhall be ordered by 
the commander in chief of this flate, and fhall confifl 
of general and field officers taken from a roller to 
be kept by the adjutant-general for that purpofe ; that 
courts martial for the trial of field officers fhall be or- 
dered by the commanding officer of the divifion, and 
fhall confifl of commanding officers of brigades, 
field officers, and, if requifite, captains ; that courts 
martial for the trial of officers below the rank of field 
officers, fhall be ordered by the commanding officer 
of the brigade, and ffiall confifl of field officers and 
others of interior rank ; that the commandants of reg- 
iments fhall inflitute regimental courts martial with- 
in their refpe£five regiments, as often as it fhall be 
iound neceflary, 

35. And be it further enabled. That a court mar- 
tial, other than regimental courts martial, fhall con- 
.fifl ot thirteen commiffioned officers, who fhall ap- 
point their own judge advocate, which judge advo- 
cate fhall tender to each member, and each member 
is hereby required to take, the following oath : “You 

do (wear that you will well and truly try and 
determine, according to evidence, the matter now 
depending between the people of the ftate of New- 
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York and the perfon and pcrfons to be tried ; and 
you do further fwear that you will not divulge the 
fentence of the court until the fame (hall be approv- 
ed or difapproved, purfuant to the aft, entitled “ An 
aft to organize the militia of this flate,” neither will 
you, upon any account, at any time whatfoever, dif- 
clofe or difcover the vote dr opinion ot any partic- 
ular member of the court martial, unlefs required to 
give evidence thereof by a court of juflice in a due 
courfeoflaw: So help you God.” Andtheprefi- 
dent is hereby authorifed to tender to the judge ad- 
vocate, who is hereby enjoined to take the following 
oath : “ You do fwear that you will not, upon 
any account, or at any time whatfoever, difclofe or 
• difcover the vote or opinion oi any particular mem- 
ber of the court-maitial, unlefs required to give ev- 
idence thereof as a witnefs by a court of ju dice in 
a due courfe of law, and that you will not divulge 
the fentence of this court until the fame fhall be ap- 
proved or difapproved, purfuant to the aft, entitled 
“ An aft to organize the militia ot this fla‘e So 
help you God.” And it fhall and may he lawful 
lor the prefident ot fuch court, atter he fhall have 
received notice of his appointment, and he is hereby 
required on application, to iffue his precept direfted 
to any witnefs to be fummoned, commanding his at- 
tendance at the time and place appointed lor fuch 
court to fet, to give evidence in behalf ot the people 
of this flate, or lor the pet fen or peffons to be tried 
(as the cafe may be) and any witnefs being and mak- 
ing default, fhall incur the like fines and forfeitures, 
as are inflifted on vvitneffes lor their default in not 
attending juflices courts, by the “ Aft for the more 
fpeedy recovery of debts to the amount of twenty- 
five dollars And the prefident ol any fuch court- 
martial fhall be and is hereby empowered to admin- 
iftcr the ufual oath to fuch witneffes as fhall come 
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to give evidence to fuch court during the time he 
(hall be prefident thereof : And that it any officer 
(hail be arretted by virtue of this aft, the charge (hall 
be particularly fet torth in writing, and figned by 
the arrefting officer, a copy whereof ffiall be deliv- 
ed to fuch officer fo arretted, or left at his ufual 
place of abode, within three days alter fuch arrett ; 
and the perfon fo arretted fhall not be held to anfwer 
to any matter whatever, not fet forth in fuch charge : 
That every commiffioned officer who ffiall be con- 
vifted by a general court martial of having refufed 
or neglefted to perform any of the duties of his of- 
fice, ffiall be puniffied according to the nature and 
degree of his offence, at the difcretion of the faid 
court, either by fine or removal from office : Pro- 
vided no fine ffiall exceed twenty- five dollars for the 
fir ft offence, or one hundred and twenty- five dollars 
for any fubfequent offence. 

36. And be it further enatted, That a regimental 
court-martial ffiall confift of not lefs than three nor 
more than five commiffioned officers : The prefi- 
dent of each court-martial ffiall, before the faid court 
proceeds on the duties affigned them, adminifter to 
each member, and each member is hereby direfted 
to take the following oath : “ You do fwear, 
that you will well and truly try and determine, ac- 
cording to evidence, the matter now depending be- 
tween the people of the ftate of New-York and the 
perfon and perfons to be tried ; and you do further 
i'wear, that you will not, upon any account, at any 
lime whatfoever, difclofe or difcover the vote or o- 
pinion of any particular member of the faid court, 
unlefs required to give evidence thereof by a court 
of juftice in a due courfe of law.” Which oath 
ffiall be taken by the prefident of the faid courts-mar- 
tial before he enters upon the duties of his office, 
for which purpofe he ffiall appear before one of the 
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juftices of the peace of the faid county where he re* 
fides, which juflice is hereby required to adrainifter 
the aforefaid oath to fuch prefident, without receiv- 
ing any fee or reward for the fame ; and the faid 
regimental courts martial ftiall from time to time con- 
vene at fuch place and at fuch times as the com- 
manding officer of the regiment {hall direft : to 
the prefident of each of which courts-martial all re- 
turns of delinquencies from the faid regiment fhall 
be made ; which prefident fliall direct the delin- 
quents on a day and at a place certain, to be fum- 
moned to appear before the faid court, and to (hew 
caufe why the fines incurred by them fhould not be 
levied ; and it fhall be in the discretion of fuch court 
to caufe the fines either to be levied in the whole, 
or mitigated or remitted in their difcretion ; and 
the prefident of each of the faid regimental courts- 
martial fhall have the like power as the prefident of 
other the courts- martial as aforefaid, relative to fend- 
ing for witnefTes, adminiftering to them the ufual 
oaths ; and the fame penalty fhall he incurred by 
-witnefTes for their non-attendance. 

37. And be it further enabled , That the proceed- 
ings and fentence of every court-martial by which 
an officer fhall be tried, fhall be in writing, figned 
by the prefident thereof, and fhall by him be deliv- 
ered to the officer ordering fuch cour-tmartial ; and 
that all decifionsof every fuch court-martial for the 
trial of officers, fhall be approved or dtfapproved 
by the officer ordering the fame, with a right of ap- 
peal only by any perfon who may conceive himfeli 
aggrieved to the commander in chief : Provided al- 
ways, that it fhall be the duty of the officer diieQed 
by law to order any court-martial for the trial of of- 
ficers, to order the fame within thirty days after re- 
ceiving a cop> of the at reft and charges on which a- 
ny arrcit is made, and within fifteen days after the 
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decifion of any court-martial, fhall approve or d i Tap - 
prove of the lame in orders : And provided further, 
that no fentence of courts-martial on a general of- 
ficer lhall go further than removal from office. 

38. And be it further enabled, That every non- 
coinmifiioned officer who lhall negiefit or refufe to 
warn the men to appear at any rendezvous mention- 
ed in this a£l, when hereunto required by his captain 
or commanding officer, without fufficient excufe, or 
fhall negleft 01 refufe fo to fummon any delinquent 
in the company to which he belongs, to appear be- ~ 
fore any court-martial when thereunto required by a 
fumtnons from the prefident thereof, or fhall neglect 
to return any fuch fummons in his own proper per- 
fon before fuch court-martial, without having fuffi- 
cient excufe, he fhall forfeit the fum ot five dollars 
for every fuch negleftor refufal, to be impofed, lev- 
ied and collected as fines for other delinquencies. 

39. And be it Jurther enabled. That as often as it 
fhall happen that any non-commiflionea officer or 
private fhall be abfent when any non-commiffioned 
officer fhall call to warn hyn to appear to any ren- 
dezvous, a notice in writing, figned by fuch non- 
commiffioned officer and left with fome perfon of 
fuitable age and diferetion at the ufual place ol his 
abode, fhall be deemed a fufficient warning. 

40. And be it further enabled. That every non- 
commiffioned officer to whom any warrant or order 
from his fupeiior officer fhall be directed and deliv- 
ered, for warning any non-commiffioned officer or 
private, he fhall, when he has executed the fame, 
endorfe on the back thereof a return, fetting forth 
the names of fuch as he hath warned in purluance 
of it, and fhall make oath to the truth ol fuch return s 
before the captain or commanding officer ot the 
company to which he belongs, who is hereby author- 
ized and directed to adminifter fuch oaths, and cer- 
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tify the fame on fuch warrant, and deliver it, togeth- 
er with his return of delinquents, to the prefident of 
the court-martial, and fuch return fo fworn to and 
certified, fhall be fufficient evidence to prove fuch 
warning. 

41. And be it farther enaBed, That every non- 
commiffioned officer or private who fhall negleft to 
appear when warned in purfuance of this aft, with- 
out fufficient excufe, fhall, for every day he neglefts 
to appear at the regimental or battalion rendezvous, 
forfeit the fum of two dollars, and for every day he 
neglefts to appear at the company parade, forfeit the 
fum of one dollar ; and if he fhall not be armed or 
equipp d according to the directions of this aft when 
fo appearing, without fufficient excufe, he fhall for 
every deficeincy forfeit the fum of twelve and an 
half cents, and appearing without a mufket, the fum 
of filty cents : Provided always, that none of the 
fines aforefaid, or any other arifing from offences in 
a regiment or company thereof, any company of 
artillery or troop of horfe, other than for difobedience 
of orders under arms, fhall be levied on any delin- 
quent until he fhall have been fummoned to appear 
before a regimental court-martial, that he may {hew 
caufe why fuch fine fhould not be levied. 

42. And be it further enaBed, That every troop 
of horfe and every company of artillery attached to 
any one of the divifions of this date, fhall be con- 
fidered as attached to the regiment within the bounds 
of which the commandant of fuch troop of horfe or 
company of artillery fhall rcfide, for the purpofe of 
impofing, levying and collecting fines for delinquen- 
cies ; and it fhall be the duty of the captain or com- 
manding officer of every fuch troop of horfe or 
company of artillery, to make a return of all delin- 
quents in their letpeftive companies, in the fame 
manner as the captains or commanding, officers of in- 
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fantry are direfted by law, to the prefident of the 
court-martial in fuch regiment ordered to inveftigate 
the excufes, and impofe the fines on delinquents on 
the lame, and the authority and decifion of every 
fuch court-martial lhall extend to fuch troop of 
horfe and company of artillery as fully as it does to 
the infantry ot fuch regiment. 

43. And be it further enafled. That all fines which 
fhall be impofed by any regimental court-martial on 
delinquents, {hall be collefcted in the following man- 
-ner : The prefident of every fuch court-martial (hall 
make a lift of all the perfons fined, defignating the 
company to which they belong, and the fums im- 
pofed as fines on each perfon, and draw his warrant 
under his hand and feal, direfted to any marfhal or 
conftable ot any city or county (as the cafe may be) 
thereby commanding fuch marfhal or conftable to 
levy fuch fine or fines, together with his colls, ot the 
goods and chattels ot fuch delinquent ; and it any 
fuch delinquent fhall be under age, and live with his 
father or mother, mafter or miitrefs, thereby com- 
manding him to levy the fame with cofts aforefaid, 
of the goods and chattels ot iuch father or mother, 
matter or miftrefs, as the cafe may be ; and every 
fuch marfhal or conftable to whom anv fuch lift and 
warrant as aforefaid lhall he directed and delivered, 
fhall execute the fame by levying and collecting the 
faid fines as aforefaid, and lhall make return thereot 
within forty days from the receipt ot fuch warrant, 
to the prefident who iffued the fame ; and fuch mar- 
fhal or conftable fhall be entitled to the fame lees 
tor collecting the faid fines, and fubjeft to the fame 
penalties lor any negleft, as are allowed and provid- 
ed for on executions iffued in purfuance of the aft 
entitled “ An aft for the more fpeedy recovery of 
debts to the value of twenty-five dullars.” 

44. And be it further enabled, That all fines im- 
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pofed upon any commiffioned officer by any court- 
martial, other than regimental courts-martial, (hall 
be levied and eollefled by warrant under the hand 
and feal of the officer having inllituted the court- 
martial, or in his abfence by the commanding offi- 
cer of the divifion, il fuch court-martial was formed 
from the divifion, or by the commanding officer of 
the brigade, if fuch court-martial was formed from 
the brigade, dirctled to any one adjutant of the brig- 
ade, ©r perfon afting as fuch, to which the officer 
on whom fuch fine is impofed may belong, in like 
manner as fines are to be recovered as aforefaid, of 
non- comini ffioned officers and privates. 

45. And be it Jurthcr enabled, That each brigade 
infpetior (hall be entitled to receive fifty dollars per 
annum out of the fines collefled within the brigade, 
and that the prefident and each member of every 
regimental court-martial, while on that duty, (hall re- 
tain out of the fines coile&ed as aforefaid on delin- 
quents in fuch regiment, the fumot one dollar and 
twenty-five cents per day, if a fufficiency fhall be 
colletfed, and the prefident of fuch court is hereby 
authorized to make fuch allowance to the non-com- 
iniffioned officeis attending the faid court, as a com- * 
penfation for their fervices, as fhall be reafonable. 

46- And be it further endbled, That all fines col- 
ledied under this a£l, and not herein otherwife ap- 
propriated, fhall be paid to the commandant of the 
regiment or battalion, to be by him appropriated in 
fuch manner, lor the ufe ot faid regiment or battal- 
ion, as he (hall think proper: Provided always, That 
fuch commandant fhall pay to the brigade-major of 
the brigade to which fuch regiment or battalion be- 
longs, bis proportion ol the ium of fifty dollars al- 
lowed him as aforefaid out of the fines fo colle£fed, 
which apportionment fhall be determined according 
to the number ot regiments, battalions, troops and 
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companies in fuch brigade : And provided alfo, that 
the faid commandant fhall pay to the captain or 
commanding officer of any troop of horfe or com- 
pany of artillery, fuch proportion of money as fhall 
remain in his hands of fines collefted from fuch 
troops or companies, to be by him appropriated in 
fuch manner as he fhall think proper for the ufe of 
fuch troop or company; and it fhall be the duty of 
all commandants of regiments and battalions, and 
captains or commanding officer of troops of horfe or 
companies of artillery, to produce an account of all 
receipts and expenditures under this aft, to the brig, 
adier or commanding officer of the brigade annual- 
ly, on the firft Tuefday in May in every vear. 

47. And be it further enatted. That in addition to * 
perfons exempted from railita duty by the law of the 
United States herein before recited, there fhall be 
and hereby are exempted by this aft from fuch duty 
as aforefaid, the following perfons, viz.— The lieu- 
tenant- governor of this ftate, the members of both 
houfes of the legiflature of this ftate, and their ref- 
peftive officers, the chancellor, the chief juftice, and 
other juftices of the fupreme court, judge of the 
court of probates, and all other judicial officers of 
this ftate, fecretary, treafurer, attorney-general and 
comptroller for this ftate, furveyor-general, reg’ifter 
and clerks of courts, fheriffs, coroners, conffables* 
and gaolers, twcK ferrymen employed to each boat* 
the furrogates in the feveral counties, all minifters 
and preachers of the gofpel, phyficians and furgeons 
except in their feveral profeffions and callings the 
profeffors, teachers and ffudents in all colleges’and 
academies within this ftate, all fchool mafters engag. 
ed for at leaft three months, all poft-riders, the afth- 
al attendant of every grift-mill, and all firemen be. 

Jonging to companies now eftablifhed or which 

hereafter may be eftablifhed by law within this ftate - 

M 
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and alfo all perfons afitually employed as overfeers, 
manufacturers and laborers at any furnance, forge oc 
bloomery for making iron, all fuch perfons fo em- 
ployed in plating, rolling and flitting mills and man- 
ufacturing nails by water, all fuch perfons fo em- 
ployed at any furnace or making iron callings, all 
fuch perfons fo employed at any glafs houfe for 
making glafs during the time they are fo actually 
employed, notwithllanding their being above eigh- 
teen and under forty-five years of age. And further, 
that all perfons who have heretofore been coramif- 
fioned officers in the line of the army of the United 
States, and all officers who have ferved in the militia 
or levies of this ftate, or in the militia or levies of any 
of the United States, or in the militia or levies of the 
late colony of New-York, Ihall be and hereby are 
exempted from ferving in the militia of this ftate ; 
Provided nevetthelels, That if any fuch officer fhall 
be commiflioned in the militia to rank equal to that 
which he held in the faid army, militia or levies, and 
fhall refufe to accept fuch commiffion, fuch officer 
fio refufing, without giving fatistafilory reafon to the 
council ol appointment for fuch refufal, fhall be lia- 
ble to ferve in the militia : And provided alfo, that 
this exception fhall not extend to any fuch perfons, 
being officers, who have gone over to and joined the 
enemy in the late war : Provided alfo, that no com- 
roiffioned officer fhall refign his commiffion, with- 
out firft making application to the major-general or 
commanding officer of the divifion to which he be- 
longs, and ftating his reafons in writing for the fame, 
which refignation and reafons fhall be tranfmitted by 
the faid commanding officer to the commander in 
chief of the militia of this ftate, together with his 
opinion thereon ; and in cafe any officer fends his 
refignation to the commander in chief, and the fame ’ 
be accepted by the council. of appointment, without 
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having purfued the mode herein prefcribed, fiich offi- 
cer fiiall be liable to do duty in the militia as a private. 

48. And be it further enaBed, That it fhall be the 
duty of the feveral afieflors within the city and coun- 
ty of New-York, whenever they have affeffed the 
property of any non-commiffioned officer or private 
belonging to the regiment of artillery in the faid city 
and county, or property for which he is bound to pay 
the taxes, tor the purpofe of levying a tax to defray 
the contingent expences of the faid city and county, 
upon his producing fuch certificate, to dedutt from 
fuch afieffment the fum of five hundred dollars, and 
the refidue only ffidl be the fum for which he fhall 
be aflefifed. 

49. And be it further enaBed , That any non-com- _ 
miffioned officer or rnatrofs of the faid regiment of 
artillery in the city and county of New-York, who 
has uniformed himfielf and ferved four years in the 
faid regiment after the twenty- feventh day of Anguft, 
one thoufand (even hundred and ninety-eight, lhall 
be entitled to a certificate figned by the captain and 
counterfigned by the commandant of the regiment, 
purporting that he has ferved in uniform faithfully as 
above for the term of four years, which certificate 
fhall exempt him from military duty in this date for 
fife, except in cafes of invafion or infurretlion. 

50. And be it further enaBed , That all perfons, be- 
ing of the people called Quakers, who would other- 
wife be fubjefti to military duty by virtue of this a6f, 
and who (hall retufe perfonal military fervice, fhall 
be exempted therefrom on paying annually the fum 
of three dollars each for fuch exemption : And it it 
hereby made the duty of every captain of infantry 
within three months after he fhall have received his 
commiffion, and yearly thereafter, on the lad Tuef- 
dayin May, to make a lift of the names of all perfons 
within his beat, who, being of the people called-Quak* 
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ars, Giall neglefl or retufe perfonally to perform mil- 
itary fervice, and deliver fuch lift, figned by him, to 
one ot the afleflors of the town or ward where fuch 
perfons (o negle£ting or retufing to perform military 
fervice fhall refpeftively refide, and the faid afleflors 
/hall deliver the fame lift to the board of fupervifors 
of the county wherein they refide at the time that 
they deliver the afTeffment roll of the town or ward 
whereof they are afleffors ; and the faid fupervifors 
fhall, at their firft meeting after the delivery of fuch 
lifts, caufe tax lifts to be made out according to fuch 
lifts fo delivered, with warrants thereon under their 
hands and feals, direfled to the colle£lor of the ward 
or town in which fuch perfons named in fuch lifts 
refpe&ively refide, for levying within fixty days 
thereafter the fum of three dollars, of the goods and 
chattels of each of the perfons named in the fame 
lifts ; and the faid colleftors are hereby refpe£lively 
authorifed and required to demand and receive of 
each of the perfons named in fuch tax lift, the faid 
fum of three dollars; and in default ot payment, fuch 
colle£lor fhall levy the faid fum of three dollars by 
diftrefs and fale of the goods and chattels of the per- 
fon fo negle£ting or reiufing to pay the fame ; and 
in cafe any perfon named in fuch tax lift fhall be un- 
der age, and live with his father or mother, or fhall 
be then an apprentice or fervant, the matter or mif- 
trefs, father or mother, (as the cafe may be) fhall be 
liable to pay the faid fum ot three dollars for fuch 
perfon fo under age ; and in default of payment, the 
collector fhall levy the fame by diftrefs and fale of 
the goods and chattels of fuch father or mother, maf- 
ter or miftrefs ; and the faid refpefctive colleftors fhall 
refpe£tively pay, within twenty days after the find 
monies (hall be fo colle£ted, the faid monies to the 
perfon appointed 6y the brigadier-general for receiv- 
ing the fame withia the limits of the brigade, firft de- 
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drifting their fees for collefting, which fhail be the 
fame as they are entitled to for collefting the monies 
raifed for defraying the neceflary and contingent 
charges of the faid city or county ; and the perfon 
fo receiving the faid ^exemption monies, fhail, on or 
before the nrtt Monday of March in every year, pay 
the fame to the brigadier-general, who (hall caufe 
the fame to be equally diilributed among the cap- 
tains, or officers commanding companies of uniform 
troops, within the limits of his brigade, to be by them 
refpeftively applied in furnifhing neceffary equip- 
ments, mufic and clothing for their refpeftive com- 
panies ; and it the faid collectors ffiall not colleft 
and pay the fame monies as aforefaid, within the 
times to be fpecified for that purpofe in the warrants 
aforefaid, they ffiall refpeftively be liable to a fuit in 
the name of the perfon fo to be appointed to receive 
the monies from the brigadier-general, before any 
court having cognizance tnereof, for the recovery 
of all the monies fo unpaid, with cofts, unlefs they 
can ffiew that there were no goods or chattels on 
which to levy the fame ; and it ffiall be the duty of 
the brigadier-general to account annually with the 
comptroller of this Hate for all monies by him re- 
ceived under this aft. 

£i. And be it further enabled, That the perfon ad- 
miniftering the government of this Hate ffiall, by and 
with the advice and confent of the council of ap- 
pointment, appoint, as often as it ffiall be requiGte, 
fuitable perfons to take charge of the ammunition, 
cannon and military ftores, belonging at any time to 
the people ol this Hate, and ffiall caufe the fame to be 
diftributed or depofited in fuch place or places as he 
ffiall from time to time direft; and that the treafurer 
of this ftate ffiall pay, on the warrant of the comp- 
troller, to the commiflary of military ftores, for his 
fervice in the faid office, at the rate of two hundred 
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dollars per annum ; and to the deputy commifiary of 
military (lores, for his fervices in taking care of the 
arfenal near the city of Albany, and the military 
(lores that may be depofited therein, for his fervices 
yearly, the fum of one hundred dollars. 


AN ACT to amend the Aft entitled “ An aft to Or- 
ganize the Militia oj this State." Pa(Ld April 

5th, 1802. 

Be it enafted by the people of the State of New- 
York, reprefented in Senate and Affembly , That in ad- 
dition to the duties now required by law of the ad- 
jutant-general of this (fate, it (hall be the duty ot the 
(aid adjutant-general, to furnifh, at the expence of 
the (late, the commandants of regiments and com- 
panies, through the brigadier-generals, the militia 
law of this (late, and for that purpofe the fecretary 
of this (late is hereby required to have printed, under 
his diredfion, as many copies as may be neceflary of 
the faid law, and deliver them to the laid adjutant- 
general, as foon as may be alter the palling ot this 
a6l ; and that the faid adjutant-general, may in his 
efiferetion attend as heretofore the review and in- 
fpeftion of any regiment or corps, any thing in this 
aft contained to the contrary thereof in anywifenot- 
withftanding. 

2. And be it further enafted. That the (aid adju- 
tant-general, lor his faid fervices, (hall have and re- 
ceive an annual falary of eight hundred dollars, 
which (hall be paid to him by the trealurerof this 
date, on the warrant of the comptroller thereof, in 
quarter-yearly payments, which warrant the comp- 
troller is hereby dire fled to iffue. 

3. And be it further enafted, That in cafe any 
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brigade infpeftor, {hall wilfully negleft or omh 1o 
perform the duties required of him by law, he fhall 
tor every fuch offence forfeit and pay twenty-five 
dollars, to be recovered in like manner as the other 
penalties are by this aft recoverable ; and that in 
cale the brigade infpeftor is, from any unavoidable 
circumllance, prevented from doing his duty, the 
brigadier-general may feleft a proper officer from 
his biigade to do that duty, who (hall be entitled to 
receive fuch compenfation therefor, as the brigadier 
fhall deem adequate, to be dedufted from the allow- 
ance made by law to fuch infpeftor. 

4. And be it further enabled. That all officers who 
fhall or may refufe or negleft to make juft returns, 
as by law airefted, of all delinquents, or fhall neg- 
left to refufe to make a return of the people called 
Quakers within their refpeftive beats, agreeably to 
the thirty-ninth feftion of the aft hereby amended, 
fhall be cafhiered or fined not lefs than twenty dol- 
lars, nor more than fifty dollars. 

5. And be it further enabled, That if any fpefta- 
tor or byflander, fhall abufe, moleft or flrike any 
one when on parade or under arms, the perfon fo of- 
fending fhall be immediately put under guard, kept 
at the difcretion of the commandant of the regiment, 
company or corps, until the fetting of the fun of the 
fame day on which fuch offence fhall be committed. 

6. And be it further enabled. That perfons aftual- 
ly engaged and employed in the coafting trade for 
fix months in the year, fhall be exempted from mil- 
itary fervice, during fuch employ, in like manner as 
mariners are by law excepted and exempted. 

7. And be it further enabled. That the fine for de- 
linquency for non-attendance on parade may be in- 
creased fo as not to exceed five dollars : And further, 
that any non-comrai ffioned officer, who fhall neg- 
teft or refufe to wars the company to parade in the 
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beat to which he belongs, when thereunto required 
by his captain or commanding officer, (hall pay a 
fine not exceeding fifteen dollars. 

8. And be it jurtker cnaBcd , That it (hall be the 
duty of all officers to turnilh themfelves with their 
uniforms and fide arms, as by law dtrefted, within 
fix months after the pafling ot this aft, or it hereaf- 
ter appointed, within fix months after the receipt of 
their commiffion, and that in default thereof, every 
fuch officer fhall forfeit and pay a fine of twenty-five 
dollars ; and it fhall be the duty of the brigade in- 
fpeftors, and they are hereby required to make par- 
ticular returns of fuch delinquents to the command- 
er in chief, ftating the name, grade and rank of every 
fuch delinquent. 

9. And be it further ena&ed, That cocked hats, 
with the cockade ot the at ray of the United States, 
fhall be part of the uniform ot all the officers of the 
militia of this ftate, except where otherwise direfted. 

10- And be it further enabled , That all refigna- 
tions hereafter to be made, fhall be approved of by 
the commandants of regiments, and the brigadier- 
general of the regiment or brigade to which the offi- 
cer fo refigning belongs ; and that it fhall be the 
duty of fuch commandants and brigadiers to receive 
or approve of no refignation whatever, but upon 
good and fufficient and reafonable caufes and excufes. 

11. And be it further enabled, That it fhall be the 
duty of the adjutants in the refpeftive regiments to 
which they feverally belong, to prepare an abftraft 
or lifts of the feveral fines and penalties by law cre- 
ated, as far forth as refpefts the militia of this ftate, 
and read the fame at the head of the regiment at ev- 
ery regimental parade ; and it fhall be the duty ot 
ihe feveral commandants of companies and corps in 
like manner to do the fame at each company parade. 

12. And be it further enabled, That it fhall be the 
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duty of the refpeCkive commandants of regiments, 
with the advice and approbation of the brigadier- 
general, and they are hereby authorized, from time 
to time, to arrange, form, direCk and fix the beats of 
companies, and to divide and annex companies as 
occafion fhall or may require, if, in their opinion, 
fuch junCkion fhall be practicable and proper. 

13. And be it Jurther enabled, That in cafe fines 
are not collected fufficient for the payment of the futn 
by law allowed to the brigade infpeClors, it fhall be 
the duty of the biigadier-general, after having after- 
tained the deficiency in the premifes, to certify fuch 
deficiency to the comptroller o\ this ltate, who fhall 
thereupon draw his warrant in favour of fuch in- 
fpe&or on the treafurer tor fuch fum, which fum 
the faid treafurer is hereby required to pay. 

tq. And be it further enabled. That all fines creat- 
ed by this aCk fhall be itnpoled, profecuted for and 
recovered in like manner as fines are dire&ed to be 
impofed, profecuted for and recovered in and by the 
aCl hereby amende^ 

15. And be it Jurther enabled , That it fhall and 
may be lawful for the commander in chief, when- 
ever he fhall deem it expedient, to organize a fecond 
regiment of artillery in the city and county of New- 
York, agreeably to the fixth feCtion oi theaCk here- 
by amended. 

16. And be it farther enabled. That the comp- 
troller of this ftate lhall audit the account of the ad- 
jutant-general, for the portage of official letters re- 
ceived by him quarter-yearly, and the amount there, 
ol fhall be paid by the treafurer of this ftate, on the 
warrant of the comptroller. 
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AN ACT fuppkmcntary to an Aft to amend an Aft 
entitled " An aft to Organize the Militia of this 
State.’* PalFed the 5th April, 1803. 

J . Be it enabled by the people of the State cf New- 
York , rcprefented in Senate and AJfembly t That the 
brigadiers-general and commandants of brigades (hall 
attend the annual reviews and infpeftions of the dif- 
ferent regiments and corps belonging to or attached 
1o their refpe&ive brigades ; and it {hall be their 
duty to give fuch orders from time to time as fliall 
appear to them belt calculated to introduce the fyf- 
tem of military difcipline eftablilhed by law, and for 
improvement in military exercife and manoeuvres ; 
and that the brigadiers-general and commandants of 
brigades, whenever by the orders of the commander 
in chief, it fhall be fubmitted to their dilcretion to 
appoint the days for the annual review’s and infpec- 
tions of their brigades, fliall give timely notice there- 
of to the major-general of the divifion, to the end 
that he may have an opportun^of reviewing a part 
of his divifion every year. 

2. And be it further enafted, That officers com- 
manding regiments and battalions fhall make re- 
turns in due form of their refpefcVtve corps to the 
brigadiers-general, or officers commanding brigades 
to which they belong, within one month after tire 
annual review and infpeflion, together with a return 
(fating the vacancies and other cafualties in faid 
corps refpedlively, and mentioning in faid return the 
names of the perfons who are entitled to promotion 
in confequence of fuch vacancies : And the biiga- 
dier-general, or officer commanding a brigade, fliall, 
from fuch returns lift mentioned, form a brigade re- 
turn, and tianfrnit the fame to the commander in 
chief on or belore the firft day of February in every 
year, and fhall annually, a: foon alter the annual re« 
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view and infpe&ion as can conveniently be done, 
make a brigade return to the major-general oi the 
divifion. 

3. And be it further enabled. That no refignation 
of any commiflioned officer, fhall be confidered as 
finally accepted, till approved of by the commander 
in chief. 

4. And be it further enabled. That when complaint- 
is made by a commiflioned officer, in writing, againft- 
any officer of the militia for improper condufr, 
which is degrading to the office which he holds, the 
commander in chief ffiall be authorized to appoint 
courts of enquiry, to confift of not lefs than three 
or more than five officers, to inveftigate the condu£fc 
of faid officer or officers fo complained of; and the 
prefident of faid court (hall have the fame power to 
fummons witnefles and adminifter oaths, that prefi- 
dents of courts- martial have ; and in fuch cafe the 
fa£ls ffiall be by faid prefident reported to the com- 
mander in chief. 

5. And be it further enabled. That blank returns, 
in fuch fotm as the commander in chief fhall dire£i, 
lhall be furnifhed by the adjutant-general, at the ex- 
pence of the ftate, to brigadiers-general or command- 
ants of brigades, to be by them diftributed to their 
refpefiive colonels or commandants of regiments, 
battalions, and commandants of companies within 
their brigades. 

6. And be it further 1 enabled. That general and 
field officers to be appointed to the artillery and cav- 
alry, ffiall be in proportion as nearly as may be to 
the number they confiflof; and that in arranging 
the militia the commander in chief fhall fo difpofe 
of them as to conform the different corps as nearly 
as may be to the organization eftablifhed by the U- 
nited States, or which may be eftablifhed ; but 
nothing in this aft contained is to affe£t the rank of 
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officers heretofore appointed, although by fuch ar- 
rangeraents they fhould become fupernumerary. 

7. And be it further enatted. That the monies or- 
dered to be patd to the brigadier-general by the 
thirty-ninth feftion of faid aft hereby amended, (hall 
be applied to pay the brigade- major, and to furnifh 
drums, fifes and other inftruments of mufic, ordered 
by law to be ufed by the different corps within faid 
brigade, where deficiencies arife, for faid purpofes,
